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THE QUARTERMASTER CORPS 


HARGED with the task of feeding, 

clothing, housing and transporting 
the Army, the Quartermaster Corps is 
now in the midst of the greatest peace 
time construction and procurement acti 
ity in the history of the United States. 
The Army of the United States, now num 
vering more than 1,000,000 and soon to be 
1418,000, must be fed; it must be clothed ; 
it must be housed; it must be trans 
ported; it has a multitude of needs from 
writing paper to ocean-going steamships 

and it is to the Quartermaster Corps 
that it looks to fulfill a great many of 
these needs. 

Those needs are being met by the Quar 
lermaster Corps which today has 167 
large construction projects under way, 
wme of them already completed and most 
of the others proceeding on schedule, and 
which has expanded its activities to an 
extent scarcely dreamed of only a few 
months ago, 

One year ago the Quartermaster Corps 
lad 860 Revular and 100 Reserve officers 
ind 10,480 enlisted men on active duty. 
Today there are 875 Regular and 4,000 
Reserve officers and 56,000 enlisted men 
m active duty. By 30 June of this year 
lhe enlisted strength will be 78,000. 
Civilian employees at the Office of the 
(uartermaster General in Washington 
have increased from 500 to 4,200 and have 
wertaxed the capacity of the new build 
ing to which they have been assigned. 

In the performance of feeding, cloth 
ig and housing the Army, and taking it 
where it wants to go and then bringing it 
hack, the Quartermaster Corps has set up 
ive operating divisions—-supply, con 


struction, motor transport, transporta 
on, and remount.

Gen. Ulio Heads Morale Branch 
Creation of a morale branch in the 
War Department, headed by Brig. Gen. 


James A. Ulio, now assistant adjutant 
general, was announced yesterday by 
Secretary of War Stimson.

Navy Pay and Promotion 

Navy personnel problems were = dis 
cussed, both from the standpoint of pay 
and allowances and with respect to fitted 
officers involuntarily retired and re 
called to active duty, by Rear Adm. Ches 
ter W. Nimitz, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, and Capt. H. H. Good, of the 
Burean of Navigation, during hearings 
before a subcommittee of the Tlouse Com 
mittee on Appropriations considering the 
142 Navy appropriations bili, published 
reports of the hearings revealed this week. 

Admiral Nimitz deplored the low rate of 
pay for Navy personnel, especially en 
listed men and junior officers. Ie said: 

“The personnel of the Navy are receiv 
ing pay and allowances as fixed in 122 
With to officers, the act of 1922 
wis in itself largely a readjustment of the 
pay throughout the military 
vices and effected but a slight increase of 
approximately 11 per cent on the average, 
in their pay under the act of 1908, Simi 
larly, the pay of enlisted men was in 
creased approximately per In 
other words, in over 30 years, wherein the 
of living has increased materially 
and the pay of other Federal officials and 
of State officials has been largely in 
creased, only a slight increase has been 
granted naval officers and men.’

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Seeks Pay Boost For 
Parachute Officers 


Senator Morris Sheppard, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
has introduced a bill, S. 1068, at the re 
quest of the War Department providing 
increased pay for officers or warrant offi 
cers of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
not in flying-pay status who are assigned 
or attached to parachute units, including 
parachute-Jumping schools, Representa 
tive Andrew J. May, chairman of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, 
plans to introduce a similar bill in the 
House 

The purpose of the proposed legislation 
is explained in the following lette? to the 
Ilouse and Senate by Secretary of War 
Stimson: 

“There is inclosed the draft of a bill ‘to 
provide increased pay for certain military 
personnel while engaged on parachute 
duty,” which the War Department pre 
sents for consideration of the Congress 
with a view to its enactment into law. 

“The successful operations of parachute 
troops in European theaters have recently 
demonstrated the necessity for mila 
units in modern military organization. 
The first parachute battalion was organ 
ized in the United States Army in Septem- 
ber, 1940, and the War Department is 
pects to form additional units during The 
summer or fall of 1941. 

“The purpose of this proposed legisla 
tion is authorize increased pay for 
the officers and warrant officers who par 
ticipate in this hazardous type of duty 
Mnlisted personnel can receive the neces 
sary additional compensation by granting 
them specialist ratings authorized for 
high military specialists, and neo 
legislative authority, other than the ap 
propriation of funds, will be required 

“Although the training of parachute 
troops in this country is still In a more or 
less experimental stage, it is obvious that 
this personnel incur greater risks than do 
those who fly either passengers or 
pilots of military aircraft, for in addition 
to the hazard of injury or death due to 
a crash of the airplane there is the con 
stant and continuous risk of the para 
chute jump which must be made as a 
routine operation not required of other 
flving personnel, To the possibility of 
parachute failure is added the consider 
able hazard incident to landing on uneven 
ground, on high tension power lines, in 
trees, cuctus, streams, or on buildings 
All things considered, the flight risk is 
probably the least of those with which the 
parachutist must contend. 

“This type of duty requires young men, 
and most of the officers assigned to it will 
be in the junior grades. If granted in 
creased pay corresponding to that author 
ized for pilots the increase would vary 
from S750 to $1,125 per year, depending 
upon grade and length of service. Flying 
pay for the Air Corps is based primarily 
on two factors, the direct hazard incident 
to flying, which is the same for all, and 
the career hazard which involves a cumu 
lative stress and strain over a period of 
years. The War Department considers 
that for parachute troops the direct haz 
ard is the only one which should be con

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Nation’s Press Ponders Advances in Western Hemispheric Solidarity 


Solidarity of the Western Hemisphere, long a dream of the United States and 
many of the smaller Latin American powers, assumed new meanings when Panama 
announced that a manifesto had been signed by President Arnulfo Arias and all Cabi- 
net ministers giving assurance of the co-operation of Panama in the erection of defense 
sites in territory of Panama outside the Canal Zone and by an announcement of 
the State Department that the United States and Mexico were discussing joint defense 
talks. 

The Washington Daily Newa, in an editorial on the U.S.-Mexican defense talks, 
struck at the erux of the Western Hemisphere solidarity policy advocated by the 
U.S. in declaring, “Should the talks result in a concrete policy, the co-ordinate defense 
of North America—from Tapachula to Alaska on the Pacific and from Trinidad 
to Greenland in the Atlantic—-would become a fact.” The Neiws added that the United 
States and Canada had already set up joint defense boards and continued with the 
assertion that the policy might serve as a pattern for similar arrangements with other 
Latin American governments for collaboration in entirety with the U.S. in hemis- 
phere defense. PM, of New York City, in comment on the situation, claimed that in 
a November issue of that paper, ’M had reported that Mexico “expected to be asked 
by the U.S. for use of three Pacific coast naval bases and that negotiations had al- 
ready been started for the use of five Mexican air bases.” 

PM said, “The naval bases Mexican officials thought the U.S. would want are 
ut the Bay of Sebastian Vizcuino on Lower California, Acapulco on the Pacifie Coast 
south of Mexico City and Salina Cruz, about 850 miles down the coast from Aca 
puleco, The air bases include the same places, one in the Mexican province of Sonora 
seross the border from Arizona, and one at Progreso on the Yucatan peninsula.” The 
article concluded with the claim that discussions between Under Secretary of State 
Welles and the Mexican Ambassador Castillo Najera on means of settling the “oil 
expropriation squabble” between the U.S. and Mexico ure under way. 

The Journal-American of New York looked upon the talks with Mexico as a “vir 
tual military defensive alliance.” “In return for the right to use the Mexican naval, 





air and land bases in case of any foreign threat of attack to either country, the Unite 
States Government is willing to help finance the development of adequate bi:seg j 
Mexico.” The Boston Christian Science Monitor attached considerable signilicany 
to a part of the announcement by the State Department declaring that in scekiny 
ways to carry out the joint defense project the greatest regard would be given | 
“the principle of the national sovereignty of the two states.” 


On the Panamanian pledge of the giving of sites for erection of bases for defen 
of the Canal, the Baltimore Sun surmised that the pact would enable strengthenipy 
of the weakest link in the Canal Zone defense. “It is indicated here that the mone 
for this project (construction of bases) already is available,” the Sum said, and adde 
that “the United States is expected to proceed with the job without delay.” 


The Sun looked upon the signing of the manifesto as dissolving any misziving 
as to the friendliness of President Arias in claiming “The Panama Executive we 
far today in dissipating that idea when he proclaimed in a formal manifesto so] 
darity of his nation with the United States in all matters looking to the defense of 
the Panama Canal and the use of Panama territory to that end.” 

The Panama Canal is of inestimable advantage to the United States in the rapid 
movement of the Navy from one ocean to the other, and the conclusion of the pae 
with Panama is looked upon by the nation’s press as of vital importance in effecting 
surety of maintaining the canal in operation. The New York Times brought out thy 
pact in the light of modern warfare by declaring “the canal cannot be defended jf 
the defense is confined to the Canal Zone itself. ... The speed of modern airplanes 
makes it vital to erect outposts at some distance from the canal to give warning of 
the approach of an enemy for connection and co-ordination with other defenses o 
the Caribbean area, of which the canal is now the operations center. Listening posts 
communications points, searchlight stations and anti-aircraft defenses must be seat 
tered widely throughout the jungles of the Panamanian territory on both sides of 
the canal if defense is to be effective.”

Navy Pay and Promotion 
(Continued from First Page) 

Told by Representative J. William Dit- 
ter, Pa., “that is a magnificent plea,” Ad- 
miral Nimitz replied : “That is not a plea, 
Mr. Ditter; this is a factual statement.” 
He continued : “In consequence, consider- 
able hardship has been and is being ex- 
perienced by naval personnel and, while 
the morale of the service remains high, 
financial difficulties caused by inadequacy 
of pay necessarily detract from their un- 
divided attention to the service.” He said 
he believed the inadequacy “is most 
keenly felt in the lower pay grades of the 
enlisted men and in the lowest ranks of 
the officers.” 

Admiral Nimitz was asked if he had any 
specific recommendations and replied: 
“No sir. We are in a period of tremen- 
dous expenditure and I do not feel it is 
the time for the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation to make a special plea.” He 
said, however, that a report had been sub- 
mitted by a joint service pay board in 
1938 and had been sent to Senator Shep- 
pard, but no action had been taken on it. 
President Roosevelt stated last year that 
he did not want any consideration given 
to pay increases for the Army and Navy 
for the time being. 

Captain Good testified that fitted offi- 
cers who have been involuntarily retired 
and are now serving on active duty are 
being retained as excess in grade because 
the retention percentage has been 100 per 
cent. He said he was unable to say what 
would happen when the emergency is over 
because the percentage of retention is de- 
termined by the President. 

When asked if the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion would be in favor of recommending 
that such fitted officers be retained on ac- 
tive duty as additional numbers, Captain 
Good replied : “I Go not think so, because, 
as the Admiral said, when the inevitable 
day of retrenchment follows, we will have 
to drop a lot of officers. We cannot carry 
this great overhead in the future.” He re- 
sponded to a reminder by Representative 
Ditter that Admiral Nimitz had said 8,800 
officers would be needed, even after the 
emergency, by declaring: “Our demands 
will be more in the lower grades than in 
the upper grades in the future. We need 
young officers.” He defined young officers 
as “young in service and young in years 
—ensigns, lieutenants (junior grade), and 
lieutenants.” He added that he was speak- 
ing of the present need. “I do not believe 
we can possibly determine what our future 
needs are going to be until we know what 
kind of a fleet will be operated after this 
emergency is over.” 





Promotion of Reserves 


As revealed in the Army AND Navy 
JournaL last week, the War Department 
is conducting studies with a view to 
setting up a standardized system for the 
temporary promotion of officers of the 
Regular Army and Reserve officers on 
active duty. No temporary promotions of 
Reserve officers have been made since 9 
Sept. 1940. 

Two measures were introduced in Con- 
gress this week to govern the promotion 
of Reserve officers, both of which pro- 
vide for promotions under regulations to 
be established by the Secretary of War. 
The new bills are S. 1058 introduced by 
Senator Morris Sheppard, Texas, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, and H. R. 3962 introduced by

The two measures differ slightly in 
wordage but make essentially the same 
provisions for promotions in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps based on longevity, and 
each authorizes the promotion of Reserve 
officers by either permanent or temporary 
commissions under regulations of the 
Secretary of War, even though they have 
not served the number of years required 
for promotion to a particular grade. Each 
bill also stipulates that no Reserve officer 
shall at once be promoted more than two 
grades. In computing longevity pay, Re- 
serve officers would be credited, under the 
provisions of the legislation introduced, 
with full time for all periods during which 
they have held any commissions in the 
military or naval forces. A further pro- 
viso states: “Any member of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps who performs or has per- 
formed extended active duty of six months 
or more during the emergency declared by 
the President on 8 Sept. 1939, shall be 
given constructive credit, for the purposes 
of promotion only, for one year’s service, 
such credit to be in addition to and cumu- 
lative of all other service credited to him, 
actual or constructive.” 





Investigation of Defense 

While the special seven-man committee 
recently created by the Senate to investi- 
gate the National Defense program was 
holding its first meeting this week, the 
Hiouse voted down a resolution offered by 
Representative FE. BE. Cox, Ga., calling for 
the creation of a nine-member IHlouse Com- 
mittee to make a similar investigation. 
The Cox proposal was bitterly fought by 
Chairman Andrew J. May and other mem 
bers of the House Military Committee but 
was supported by Chairman Carl W. Vin 
son of the House Naval Committee. 

Representative May pointed out that the 
Military Affairs Committee is now in the 
midst of an investigation of the National 
Defense program, and stated further: “In 
addition, we do not feel that anybody in 
the War Department is making any effort 
to do anything wrong, criminal or negli- 
gent, but when they have a stupendous 
task to perform we not only want to 
know how it is being done but we want to 
be helpful if we can.” 

Representative R. Ewing Thomason, 
ranking majority member of the Military 
Committee, said numerous investigations 
are already under way and no more are 
needed. He added: “I just wonder... 
just when General Marshall, the Chief 
of Staff, and General Somervell, the Con- 
struction Quartermaster General, are 
going to have any time to attend to their 
duties, because General Marshall testi- 
fied recently that on that day he had testi 
fied before three committees and that Gen 
eral Somervell had done the same thing.” 
He referred to a newspaper inquiry ask- 
ing “if it would not be well to appropriate 
some money to buy General Marshall 
some skates and, maybe General Somer- 
vell a skooter or something of that sort, so 
they could attend these various investiga- 
tions. These men are doing a fine job and 
ought to have our encouragement and co 
operation.” Representative Vinson said 
he “failed to see where overinvestigation 
has ever done any harm” and added “I 
hope this matter will not be narrowed 
down to the Naval Affairs Committee or 
the Militray Affairs Committee.” The 
Resolution finally was voted down 252 to 
112. 

The special committee to investigate 
the national defense program authorized 
in Senate Resolution 71 recently intro- 
duced by Senator Harry S. Truman, Mo., 
and passed by the Senate last week con- 
sists of the following Senators: Carl Hay- 
den, Ariz.; Tom Connally, Tex. ; James M. 
Mead, Ariz.; Tom Connally, Tex.; James 
M. Mead, N. Y.; Mon C. Wallgren, Wash: ; 
Joseph H. Ball, Minn. ; Ralph O. Brewster, 
Me., and Mr. Truman who has been named 
chairman. 

Senator Truman issued the following 
statement after the first meeting of the 
new committee : 

“The intention of the National Defense 
Investigating Committee is to study all 
phases of our defense preparations. This 
we feel would perform a greatly needed 
service. If the Defense program were 





going badly the Committee could do much 
to correct and aid it. If it were going well 
the knowledge thus brought out would be 
of great reassurance to the public. 

“Its first duty would be to give to Con- 
gress and the public a clear picture of the 
present state of the program; how much 
money has been authorized, how much 
appropriated, what the total amount of 
contracts are and how distributed. At 
present there is no place where such in- 
formation can be found in a well organized 
form.” 





Three Selection Boards Named 

Membership of selection boards for the 
Regular Navy Medical and Supply Corps 
and for the aviation component of the 
Naval Reserve was released today by the 
Navy Department. 

Heading the Medical Corps board, 
which will convene 24 March to recom- 
mend officers of the corps for promotion 
to lieutenant commander and lieutenant, 
is Capt. Richard A. Warner (MC) USN. 
Members are Captains James M. Minter, 
Abraham H. Allen, George C. Thomas, 
Glenmore F. Clark, John J. O'Malley and 
Daniel Hunt, all of the Regular Navy 
Medical Corps. Comdr. Joseph J. Kaveney 
(MC) USN, will be recorder, 

Capt. Neal B. Farwell (SC) USN, will 
be president of the board which will meet 
on 24 March to recommend officers of 
the Regular Navy Supply Corps for pro- 
motion to lieutenant commander and lieu- 
tenant. Members are Captains Elijah H. 
Cope, Walter D. Sharp, Duette W. Rose, 
Smith Hempstone and Samuel R. White, 
jr., all of the Regular Navy Supply Corps. 
Lt. Thomas J. Montgomery (SC) USN 
will be recorder. 

Capt. Thomas FE. Van Metre, USN, will 
be president of a selection board which 
will convene 17 March to recommend 
Naval Reserve officers for promotion to 
commander, A-V(S). Members will be 
Capt. Mare A. Mitscher, USN, Capt. De 
Witt C. Ramsey, USN, Capt. Paul Hen- 
dren, USN, and Capt. Irving M. McQuis- 
ton, USNR.

Navy Building 6 Battle Cruisers 


Six battle cruisers of new design and 
boasting exceptional speed and firing 
power are now being constructed by the 
Navy under the 70 percent expansion pro- 
gram authorized last year, it was re- 
vealed in the report of hearings of the 
sub-committee of the House Committee on 
Appropriations on the 1942 Navy ap- 
propriations bill. 

Beyond the bare announcement that 
construction is under way, the commit- 
tee gave no details as to the specifications 
of the cruisers but the published figures 
indicated that the vessels will cost $53,- 
400,000 each for hull and machinery 
alone, which would bring the total cost 
of the ships close to the price of the 35,- 
000-ton battleship now nearing comple- 
tion. 

On the basis of costs, the new battle 
cruisers should be 25,000 or 27,500 ton ves- 
sels mounting as heavy as 14-inch guns. 
If designed to offset somewhat similiar 
cruisers reported to be under construc- 
tion for the Japanese Navy, they doubt- 
less also would have a very high speed to 
enable them to run away from battleships 
carrying larger guns and more heavily 
armored. With such specifications they 
would be able to track down and destroy 
erdinary cruisers and pocket battleships 
similiar to German craft of this type such 
as the Graf Spee, which was scuttled last 
year near Montevideo, Uruguay. 

Cruisers of this class are primarily in- 
tended to combine speed and firing power 
to enable them to catch and sink cruisers 
and pocket battleships and to outrun bat- 
tleships whose bigger guns and heavier 
armor would be too much for them in 
actual combat. 

The committee report also disclosed 
that ships now under construction, as au- 
thorized by the 70-percent expansion pro- 
gram and the earlier 11-percent expan- 
sion program, both provided by Congress 
in 1940, include seven battleships, 10 air- 
craft carriers, eight heavy cruisers, 24 
light cruisers, 155 destroyers and 57 sub- 
marines. 

The United States has not built any 
battle cruisers since the World War when 


two battle cruisers of 43,500 tons each 
were built and converted into aircraft 
carriers and four other new battle 
cruisers were scrapped in accordance 
with the limitation of armament treaty. 





Retired Officers’ Pay 

The House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs this week reported H. R. 2279 
amending the Joint Service Pay Act to 
provide that all retired officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard 
and Coast and Geodetic Survey, and re- 
tired warrant officers, nurses and enlisted 
men of those services shall receive full 
pay and allowances when on active duty. 
Full active duty pay and allowances are 
now denied flag officers of the Navy and 
general officers of the Army and Marine 
Corps, under basic law. However, under 
current Navy appropriation legislation 
full pay is allowed Naval officers for this 
fiscal year only. 

The committee also amended the origi- 
nal bill to provide that active duty per- 
formed by retired officers subsequent to 
the date of their retirement shall be 
counted for the purpose of computing per- 
centage increases in their retired pay. 
The committee report gives the following 
explanation of the amendment: 


“The proposed amendment would authorize 
any retired officer whose retired pay is com- 
puted on a basis of 2% per cent of his active 
pay multiplied by the number of years of 
service to include in such years of service all 
active service performed either before or sub- 
sequent to his retirement. It is the opinion of 
your committee that these officers should at 
least be entitled to include all their years of 
active service in computing their retired pay, 
especially since these officers are called upon 
to separate themselves from civilian life for 
an indefinite period when they are recalled 
to active service, thereby disrupting their cl- 
vilian activities, for which they should receive 
at least this slight remuneration as recom- 
pense for the sacrifice they are making. If 
this committee amendment is adopted, retired 
officers recalled to active duty will be enabled 
subsequently to receive retired pay at the 
rate of 2% per cent of their active-duty pay 
at the time of retirement multiplied by the 
number of complete years of active service. 
If the amendment were not accepted, these 
officers would continue to receive retired pay 
at the rate of 2% per cent of their active- 
duty pay multiplied by the number of years 
of active service before retirement only. 


“In order to Ulustrate the operation of this 
amendment the following example is given: 


“An officer retired as a major with 18 years 
active service woukd receive as retired pay 
2% per cent times 18 years times $325 (the 
active pay of a major with 18 years’ service), 
or a total of $146.25. Should this officer be 
recalled subsequently for additional active 
duty after his retirement and serve for a 
period of 3 years he would receive a slight 
increase in pay because of the fact that his 
active pay at the end of the additional 3 
years would be greater than previously. The 
result would be that he would receive 2% per 
cent times 18 years times $337.50 (the active 
pay of a major with 21 years service), or a 
total of $151.87. Under the existing law this 
officer may not draw retired pay at a rate 
greater than 45 per cent of his active pay, 
but he may apply this percentage of the 
longevity increase which accrued because of 
the 3-year additional tour of duty served 
subsequent to his retirement. Under the pro- 
posed amendment this officer would be au- 
thorized to compute his retired pay by adding 
in the additional 3 years in making the com- 
putation, He then would receive 2% per cent 
times 21 years times $337.50, or the sum of 
$177.19. Although the number of officers who 
would be affected by this amendment will be 
few, your committee feel that these retired 
officers who will be recalled during the pres- 
ent emergency should be recompensed to some 
extent, even though the actual increase in 
pay must necessarily be very slight in each 


case.”

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Army Aviation Cadet Bill 

Passage of the bill, S. 840, creating the 
grade of aviation cadet in the Air Corps 
was voted by the Senate on 10 March. 
The bill authorizes appointment of avia- 
tion cadets from civilian ranks or from 
enlisted men in the Regular Army, who 
are required to serve three years on ac- 
tive duty after completion of the train- 
ing course. Cadets completing the course 
would be commissioned as second lieuten- 
ants in the Air Corps Reserve and pro- 
moted to first lieutenant at the end of 
three years’ active duty. 

The base pay of aviation cadets is set 
in the bill at $75 a month, plus subsist- 
ence of $1 a day. Quarters, medical care, 
hospitalization and uniforms would be 
furnished during the training period but 
no longevity pay is provided. Government 
life insurance in the amount of $10,000 
would be furnished cadets, with the privi- 
lege of continuing the policies at their 
own expense after being commissioned 
in the Air Corps Reserve. Air Corps Re- 
serve officers not selected for commission 
in the Regular Army and released from 
active duty that had been continuous for 
one or more years, would be paid a lump 
sum of $500 for each complete year of 
active service.

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New Army Manual 


The War Department has announced 
publication of a new manual entitled 
“Military Courtesy and Discipline” which 
gives additional stress to the need for 
independent thought and action by the 
American soldier under field conditions. 

In general, the forty-page manual re- 
states in new language well-tried basic 
principles of discipline and initiative that 
have always been associated with the 
American character. Included also are 
some distinct departures from old cus- 
tom that are based on considerable 
thought since the first World War. The 
necessity for these changes has been con- 
firmed by recent experiences and opera- 
tions of the European War. 

In this manual the War Department 
also gives, for the first time, general rules 
for the display of the national flag. Here- 
tofore, rules governing the showing of the 
flag have been formulated by private 
patriotic organizations which in turn 
were guided by traditional usage. This 
usage is retained in the manual. 

The new manual will be required read- 
ing for every officer in the Army. ‘The 
section on customs of the service should 
be of particular interest and assistance to 
young officers and officer candidates. It 
was also written from the viewpoint that 
thousands of new men are entering the 
Army for the first time, and that among 
them will be many who will be given an 
opportunity to qualify as officers. 

Again the War Department emphasizes 
that harshness and arrogance are not the 
key to discipline in the United States 
Army. Discipline, says the new manual, 
must be built up on the intelligence, 
sportsmanship, individuality and group 
cooperativeness of the man in the ranks. 


To Head La. State U. 


Maj. Gen. Campbell B. Hodges, USA, 
commanding V Army Corps, with head- 
quarters at Camp Beauregard, La. was 
on 10 March 1941, elected permanent 
president of the Louisiana State Univer- 
sity at Baton Rouge, to take effect 1 
July. This post has been temporarily 
filled by Dr. Paul M. Hebert, Dean of 
the Law School, as acting president since 
June, 1939, when Dr. James Monroe 
Smith resigned and fled to Canada, with 
the outbreak of Louisiana’s political 
scandals. 

General Hodges has served in the Army 
more than 41 years and it is expected 
that he will soon be retired. 

Col. Troy H. Middleton, USA-Ret., was 
also elected permanent Comptroller of the 
university by the school’s Board of Super- 
visors. Colonel Middleton has been serv- 
ing as Comptroller and acting Vice Presi- 
dent for nearly two years and it was 
understood the position would remain un- 
filled for the time being.

Commissions for Reserves 


The break down by arms and services 
of the 100 reserve officers to be given 
permanent commissions in the Regular 
Army under provisions of the Thomason 
Act was announced yesterday by Secre- 
tary of War Stimson. Of the 1,000 reserv- 
ist ROTC graduates who began a year’s 
active duty training last July, 100 will be 
given permanent commissions this Spring 
following competitive examinations, each 
arm and service being assigned a number 
in proportion to the number each arm and 
service has in the original group of 1,000. 
The Infantry will get 38, Cavalry 6, Field 
Artillery 25, Coast Artillery 13, Corps of 
Engineers 7, Signal Corps 2, Quartermas- 
ter Corps 6, Ordnance 2, and the Chemical 
Warfare Service 1. 





Commissions for Enlisted Men 


Further liberalization of the require- 
ments for admission to the officers Candi- 
dates School was announced yesterday 
by the War Department, Secretary of 
War Stimson stated that the present re- 
quirement that applicants have at least 
three months left to serve at the time they 
report to the School has been eliminated. 
Applicants will be admitted to the school 
regardless of the amount of time they 
have left to serve and should their term 
of service expire while they are attending 
the school they will be reenlisted for such 
time as will permit them to complete the 
course, 





Honor Col. Levinson 


Col. Nathan Levinson, Sig. Res., has 
been given a Special Award by the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences for his outstanding service to the 
War Department and the motion picture 
industry in coordinating the efforts of the 
industry for the National Defense pro- 
gram. 

Colonel Levinson was presented this 
Academy Award statuette at the Annual 
Award’s Banquet in Los Angeles, Calif., 
on 27 Feb. 1941. This award was pre- 
sented by Maj. Gen. J. O. Mauborgne, 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army, who 
went to Hollywood to inspect the War 
Department’s Training Film production 
program underway there. 


Dedicate Radford Plant 


An army of 18,000 construction work- 
men, assembled in the solvent recovery 
area of the Army’s newest gunpowder 
plant, the Radford Ordnance Works, Rad- 
ford, Va., were personally thanked by 
Under Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson at dedication services on 14 March, 
for their efforts in bringing the plant in- 
to ahead-of-schedule production. Produc- 
tion at the plant is beginning three 
months ahead of schedule, and capacity 
production of 300,000 pounds of smoke- 
less powder daily will be reached early 
this summer. 

The dedication services were broadcast 
by the National Broadcasting Company. 


Coordinate Army Motor Traffic 
Plans for facilitating large-scale motor 
movements by units of the enlarged army, 
and still assure a minimum of inconve- 
nience to the civilian motoring public are 
being formed at a series of nine regional 
meetings this month of War Department 
representatives with members of State 
Highway Traffic Advisory Committees.

Air Defense Under GHQ Air 
Force 


The War Department announced on 8 
March that “the organization, training 
and operation of air defense in the cop. 
tinental United States in time of peace, 
as well as organization and training for 
task forces, are responsibilities of the 
Commanding General, GHQ Air Force” 

Announcement of the organization of 
an air defense command under Maj. Gen, 
James E. Chaney,-with headquarters at 
Mitchel Field, Long Island, New York, 
was made in December, 1939. This com. 
mand included coordinated control of 
certain antiaircraft units, squadrons of 
pursuit planes and units of the aircraft 
warning service of the signal communica. 
tions; all are elements to be utilized for 
the protection of an area against hostile 
air attacks. 
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Navy Contracts for Forging 

The Navy Department announced this 
week that it had entered into a contract 
with the Pennsylvania Forge Corpora- 
tion for the acquisition and installation 
in the contractor’s plant at Tacony, Phila- 
delphia, of additional equipment and 
facilities to enable the contractor to pro- 
duce heavy and other forgings at the 
rate required to expedite the national 
defense program. Cost of the additional 
equipment is not to exceed $2,500,000,000 
and the contract requires that they be 
acquired and installed at actual cost.

Navy Enlisted Pilots 


The Navy Department has announced 
that a material increase in the number of 
enlisted personnel to receive Naval Avia- 
tion Pilot training during the fiscal year 
1942 may be affected “on short notice,” 
and advised all ships and stations that 
the training, with exception of the Spe- 
cial Branch, Messman Branch and Com- 
missary Brench, will be open to all quali- 
fied men of the regular Navy. 

Provisions of the announcement, how- 
ever, excluded enlisted personnel attached 
to the Asiatic Station, including District 
activities therein; Guam and Somoa, who 
will not be considered eligible for the 
training until return to the United States 
and assignment to another permanent 
station. 

It is understood that the not yet pub- 
lished second report of the Horne Avia- 
tion Board makes recommendations for a 
substantial increase in the number of en- 
listed men to be trained and rated as 
pilots. 

Quotas for the training will be assigned 
by the Bureau of Navigation to: Com- 
mander Base Force, Pacific Fleet, and 
Commander Train, Atlantic Fleet, who 
distribute personnel; Commandants of 
Naval Districts (except 16th Naval Dis- 
trict) for all activities of the districts ; 
and Commandant Navy Yard, Washing- 
ton, D. C. Each of the commands are to 
report the number of men available for 
flight training to the bureau on 1 June of 
this year and thereafter are to file a quar- 
terly report to the bureau giving the num- 
ber of men available for the training. The 
commands are then charged with the re- 
sponsibility of selecting the applicants to 
receive training under the quotas to be as- 
signed them by the bureau. 

Recommendations for the training are 
made by commanding officers, and men 
meeting all requirements will be placed 
on an eligibility list to await assignment 
to the training. 

Men who are recommended for the 
training must meet the following require- 
ments: 

(a) Maximum age not over 27 years on 1 
July of the fiscal year during which applica- 
tion is submitted. 

(b) Must be physically qualified and tem- 
peramentally adapted for duty involving fly- 
ing in actual control of aircraft. 

(c) Must be a chief petty officer, or petty 
officer of the Seaman, Artificer or Aviation 
Branches. Especially qualified seamen, first 
class, who have had at least six months duty 
in an aviation activity may be recommended 
for this training. 

(d) Must be considered capable of and will 
be required to qualify for an aviation rating, 
or radioman rating, prior to completion of 
flight training. 

(e) Must have at least five years obligated 
service on date class convenes. Agreement 
to extend enlistment or to reenlist will be ex- 
ecuted prior to transfer. 

(f) Must never have been previously as- 
signed to this training, and for any reason 
dropped therefrom.

Feb., it was reported this week. In addi- 
tion 27 men were reenlisted at the sta- 
tions and 75 former service men were 
enlisted in former ratings, for a total of 
1,672 enlistments for the week. 








Pass Navy Base Bill 

The Senate on 10 March passed 
HR 3325 authorizing $245,228,500 for con- 
struction of Navy shore establishments in 
various parts of the United States and 
Alaska and at bases in British posses- 
sions in the Western Hemisphere. De- 
tails of the construction were described 
in the Army AND Navy JourRNAL on 1 
March and 22 Feb. Most of the projects 
are to be air bases or bases for naval air 
facilities. 

Senator David I. Walsh, Mass., chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs, explained a number of points in 
the bill in answer to questions asked on 
the floor by members of the Senate. 
Among other things, Senator Walsh 
stated that out of total authorizations 
of $116,000,000 for development of bases 
on British possessions, only $2,000,000 is 
for acquisition of land. He denied that 
the Navy was forced to accept swamp- 
lands at Trinidad, although he said efforts 
had been made to get the Navy to take 
an area described as swampland, which 
the Navy had refused to do. 

In passing the measure the Senate 
accepted an amendment offered at the 
request of the Department of Labor pro- 
viding that the minimum wage on all 
contracts shall not be below the prevail- 
ing minimum wage determined by the 
Secretary of labor, and another amend- 
ment striking out a provision permitting 
a 10 percent variation wpward or down- 
ward on the costs indicated for each 
project.

Vote New Marine Base 


H. R. 3155 authorizing approximately 
$100,000,000 for construction of naval 
shore bases, as described in the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL On 1 and 8 March, 
was passed by the Senate on 10 March 
with amendments proposed by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs increas- 
ing the authorization for a Marine Corps 
training station on the east coast from 
$1,500,000 to $15,000,000; increasing the 
authorization for recreational facilities 
at the Naval Academy at Annapolis from 
$150,000 to $650,000, and adding a new 
authorization of $2,5 a naval 
ammunition depot near San go, Calif, 


Senator David I. Walsh, Mass., chair- 
man of the Naval Affairs ‘Committee, told 
the Senate the new Marine Corps train- 
ing base would be located about 40 miles 
from Wilmington, N. C., on the Neuse 
River, and would supplement training 
bases at Quantico, Va., and San Diego, 
Calif. He said: 

“The new training station in North 
Carolina will be very much larger than 
any of the others. The area is 106,000 
acres, and it will be useful for purposes 
of training which now it is necessary to 
send marines to Guantanamo, Cuba, to 
receive. We now have four or five thou- 
sand marines there, and they are oper- 
ating under very unhealthy and unwhole- 
some conditions. From all sides, officers 
who have been with the men, and the 
naval authorities, feel that it is not fair 
to the marines to permit their training 
to continue in that area; where there is 
no means of recreation, where there is 
no community life near at hand, where 
there are no facilities of a healthy and 
sound character.”

IN THIS TIME OF WHAT MANY regard the situation of the United States as 
that of Undeclared War, it is gratifying to have the Public Relations of the Army 
and Navy established upon a solid foundation of organization, information and dis- 
tribution. In a Democracy such as ours, and in a time of presumed peace, the people 
expect, and, indeed, are entitled to be informed on all matters which the Government, 
by their direction, is taking for their security. Compliance with this popular require- 
ment, General Marshall and Admiral Stark considered as the more necessary in order 
to counter the war of nerves which the Totalitarian States have been conducting, 
and the tempo of which is increasing against the United States as a result of the 
debate and finally the enactment of the Lend-Lease Act. In accordance with the orders 
of these officials, the Public Relations Agencies of the Services have been strengthened. 
The Army Office recently has been placed in charge of Maj. Gen. Robert C. Richard- 
son, Jr., and he signalized his assumption of the duty by two steps which demonstrate 
his qualifications for its discharge. He authorized the publication of a statement 
which explained why a rise in the number of airplane accidents might be expected, 
thereby preparing the people for payment of the price of necessarily expedited training 
and because of the larger personnel which air operations will require, and he brought 
to Washington the Public Relations Officers in the Field in order to indoctrinate them 
with the thought and policy of the War Department so that hereafter there will be 
unity of presentation of information made public. Brought to Washington from sea 
as indispensable for the post, a fact to which we gladly testify, Commander H. R. Thur- 
ber has enlarged his Public Relations Staff at the Navy Department in a manner 
eminently satisfactory to the Press, Commentators and Photographers, and, in addi- 
tion, has perfected an organization in the several Naval Districts, which is smoothly 
functioning in its distribution of truth. It is evident that upon an informed people 
a war of nerves will have no effect, and that such a people, should war come, will 
have confidence in the Services that are devoted to their security. The American 
people can have such confidence as a result of the character of Public Relations estab- 
lished by the Army and Navy. 


THROUGH A SHORT SIGHTED policy of rigidly restricting the number of 
officers in the Dental Reserve Corps, the War Department has brought about an 
anomalous situation whereby well educated and thoroughly qualified dentists will 
be brought into the service as enlisted men with no opportunity to apply their pro- 
fessional talents. The present limit of 5,100 dental reserve officers has long since been 
attained and unless that limitation is removed no more can be commissioned. There 
are approximately 21,000 dentists within the draft age and it is estimated that be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000 of these will be available for Class 1-A selective service classifi- 
eation. If they are inducted as enlisted men their professional services can not be 
utilized. To thus waste their education and training is certainly contrary to the in- 
terests of National Defense, more particularly at this time when the results of Selec- 
tive Service examinations are demonstrating so emphatically the importance of 
dental care. The largest single cause of rejection of trainees has been defective teeth. 
Surely this should move our authorities to take every means to preserve the teeth 
of those in the service. Instead of so sharply limiting the size of the Dental Reserve 
Corps the War Department should seek its enlargement as a step toward a prevention 
program of diseases of the teeth and mouth—a program which would pay great divi- 
dends not only to the Defense effort but also to the community when the men are 
returned to civil life. Certainly these are factors which the General Staff should take 
into consideration, for there is ample reason to believe that, if the emergency continue, 
the Army may be faced with a serious shortage in dentists available for commissions. 
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We are indebted to Lt. “K.L.H.” who 
forwarded this letter received by his com- 
manding officer. “K.L.H.” requested that 
we pass it along, so here ’tis: 

Dear Sir ;— 

I am writing to you to inquire about 
how long a leave a soldier may have with 
a pass. My son is in the army and he 
tells me that he can have only ten days. 
But I know of a fellow in this district, pvt. 
, from your division who has been 
here since Dee. 23. My son and I can’t 
understand why he is allow so much time 
off. HE is in the casual detachment. 
Every time my son comes home on a leave 
he hates to go back because this other 
pvt. is allowed to walk the streets wearing 
the uniform of a soldier in the UNITED 
STATES ARMY.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Since, as a result of the passage of the Lend-Lease Act, the United 
States has become the “arsenal of Democracy,” and, therefore, is vitally concerned 
in the alignment of nations in the war, an analysis of the diplomatic situation is of 











importance. 
In Europe, we find the conquered nations suffering from starvation, German 


success in drawing into the Axis, Slovakia, Hungary, Roumania, and Bulgaria, and 
and distracted Yugo-Slavia under compulsion to follow their example. Greece is still 
fighting, and Turkey, apprehensive of Germany on the one hand and Russia on the 
other, is teetering in precarious balance. Hungry Spain does not wish to fight; 


she wants food. Russia, as usual, is the enigma, Having succeeded in mediating 
the dispute of Indo-China with Thai, as a result of which the latter will receive 
a part of Cambodia rich in rice fields that will supply Japan, Foreign Minister 
Matsuoka is en route to Berlin and Rome by way of Moscow. His purpose, it is 
reported from Berlin, is to determine in what manner the Tripartite Pact shall be 
implemented. But German dispatches must be taken with reserve, because it will 
be the Japanese Government alone that will decide whether or not to precipitate 
actual war with the United States and Great Britain, and Matsuoka is without 
authority to make final commitments. 

Heretofore, we have been applying discreet pressure to what may be loosely 
described as the neutral countries, and that pressure as events have shown has 
been futile. It was the dream of Britain to organize a Balkan federation against 
the Axis; it is Germany that is well on the way to this accomplishment. The only 
states of that region outside of the control of the Totalitarian Powers, are Yugo- 
Slavia and Turkey, and in their capitals a bitter struggle for their support is in 
progress between the diplomatic representatives of the Belligerents. Both have 
been inclined toward Britain, in fact Turkey is in alliance with that nation and 
Greece. But Yugo-Slavia has been encircled, and is now being forced to consider 
acceptance of the New Order or suffer simultaneous attack from its proponents. 


There is no doubt that the Total Aid the United States will give to Britain will 
have a large influence upon Yugo-Slavia, Turkey and Greece. For the last named, 
the President has directed the transport of important munitions, We likewise can 
aid Yugo-Slavia through Greece, and Turkey with less difficulty, provided she finally 
decides to comply with the terms of her obligations to Britain and Greece. Un- 
happily, the countries, which are still war free, are confronted by the combined 
power of Germany and Italy, who command Europe, and, apprehensive of annihila- 
tion, their disposition is to maintain a discreet neutrality, and await events. It is, 
of course, clear that the Soviet Union, too, is concerned about that power, and this 
il is manifesting by huge military appropriations, and by the strengthening of Armies 
at strategic points. There are rumors of a formidable force on the Turkish frontier. 
If they-are correct, the Ankara Government will not dare to move. More than this, 
such an action could only mean that there is a complete understanding and not 
discord, between Moscow and Berlin. 

An important figure in the situation remains France, Following a conference 
with German Representatives and M. Laval in Paris, Admiral Darlan, Vice Premier 
of the Vichy Government, brusquely announced with Marshal Petain’s consent, that 
France would have food if her Fleet had to escort it. Such threats have been made 
before, but not in the tone or language used this week. It is important to note they 
were uttered on the eve of the enactment of the Lend-Lease Act, in expectation of 
which promises that the French would get food were indicated from Washington. It 
may well be that Darlan’s attitude was prompted by concessions offered by the 
Germans. In conference at Vichy during the week was General Weygand, who has 
returned to Africa with enlarged powers. Whether Weygand will continue to serve 
as an ostensible curb upon the Vichy Government and thus prevent it from com- 
plying with German demands, the near future only will tell. He continues in a 
strategic position. He can join the British to crush the remains of Graziani’s Army 
in Italy, or support the latter against General Wavell’s command. The chances are 
he will remain passive awaiting events, and by this passivity prevent reprisals upon 
his country. The American effort will be to induce him to continue to observe this 
position, if he cannot be gotten to use his influence to obtain Vichy support for 
England. 

Perhaps, of more particular interest to the United States at the moment is 
the Far East. We are acquiescing temporarily in the transfer of Indo-Chinese terri- 
tory to Siam, but we will declare in no uncertain terms that we do not, and will not, 
recognize it as permanent. While this statement will be a notice to the Extreme 
Orient that we reject Japan as the arbiter of its destinies, far more objectionable 
to the latter will be the supplies we will furnish the Chung-King Government. Those 
supplies, because of the Japanese blockade of the China Coast, must be sent by way 
of Burma, and the only means by which they can be prevented from reaching their 
destination is through bombers. Matsuoka, probably, will endeavor to offset this 
American succor by arranging with the Soviet Government to stop its shipments 
of materiel to Chung King. His visit to Moscow will have an importance in this 
matter, and a greater importance if he should succeed in completing the negotia- 
tion of a non-aggression pact, which would leave his country free to deal with the 
United States and a weak Britain in the Pacific. Because in the interest of world 
revolution, Russia would like the world to be fighting while she remains at peace, 
possibly the effort of the Japanese Foreign Minister may be rewarded with success. 
Against it is the willingness of the President to furnish the Soviet Union with mili- 
tary supplies of which it stands in great need. Whatever the result of the Matsuoka 
pilgrimage of obeisance to Moscow, Berlin and Rome, there will be always in the 
Japanese eye the vision of the powerful United States Fleet manoeuvering west 
of Hawaii, and the inability of the Germans and Italians to give them any help. 
So, the outlook, as Washington sees it, is a Japan which will continue merely to 
capitalize her nuisance value. 

Japan wrested from the Vichy government and Thai an assurance that they will 
never join in any hostile combination against her. Thus, she has incorporated Indo- 
China in the New Order—she has proclaimed in the Far East. How long this as- 
surance will stand depends upon the outcome of the war, and that the Japanese 
statesmen are nervously awaiting since upon it will determine the fate of their 


Island Empire. < 





National Guard—aA reorganization of the National Guard Bureau has been effected 
which divorces personnel from the organization section, placing the latter section in 
the training division. The new set-up is as follows: The organization section is trans. 
ferred from the organization and personnel division to the training division. The 
organization and personnel division is designated as the personnel division. The train. 
ing division is designated the organization and training division. The administrative 
division is reformed, consisting of the administrative section, the mail and records 
section, the publications section and the intelligence section. The statistical section 
is transferred from the personnel division to the regulations division. Lt. Col. A. Y. 
Winton, who has been acting as executive officer, is permanently assigned to that post. 

The following assignment of officers now on duty, or ordered to duty with the 
bureau is now in effect: Maj. Gen. John F. Williams, chief of bureau. Lt. Col. A. V. 
Winton, executive officer. Col. W. P. Davenport, medical adviser. Lt. Col. C. A. Wick. 
liffe, legal adviser. Lt. Col. C. E Dissinger, chief of administrative division. Lt. Col, 
B. F. Giles, chief of aviation division, with Lt. Col. P. R. Love and Maj. O. P. Weyland, 
assistants. (Major Weyland this week received orders relieving him from the bureay 
8 April and assigning him to the Panama Canal Department. ) 

Lt. Col. J. P. Hogan is chief of the organization and training division, with Lt. 
Col. T. F. Bresnahan, Lt. Col. L. H. Frasier, Lt. Col. N. D. Finley, Col. A. D. Cowley 
and Lt. Col. W. H. Quarterman in charge of the various sections. In the personnel 
division are Lt. Col. W. D. Dabney, chief, Lt. Col. J. A. O’Keefe, Lt. Col. A. E, 
Billing and Lt. Col. T. C. Rote. In the regulations division are Col. Kenneth Buchanan 
(on detail to GHQ), Lt. Col. E. Colby and Lt. Col. E. T. Kimball. In the supply 
division are Lt. Col. C. C. Alexander, chief, Maj. J. R. Manees, Lt. Col. P. W. Rut. 
ledge, Lt. Col. H. W Bolan and Maj O. W. DeGruchy. Another officer was detailed 
to the bureau in orders issued this week. He is Lt. Col. Walter F. Adams, Inf., re 
lieved as instructor with the Vermont National Guard effective 15 March. 

Officers of the bureau who are now on duty with the personnel division and who 
are re-assigned incident to the reorganization will remain in personnel until relieved 
by General Williams. Hopes were expressed at the bureau this week that the bulk of 
changes, federal recognitions, transfers and the like incident to mobilization of the 
National Guard could be finished this month. The bureau has been working overtime 
for weeks on personnel matters. In the past 30 days alone 50 additional clerks had 
been employed by the bureau, and total of civilian employees now stands at 150. 

With induction 10 March of the 101st Military Police Battalion and the 372d In- 
fantry (colored troops), all units of the Guard with three exceptions are in federal 
service. The three units, 72d Field Artillery Brigade, 76th Field Artillery Brigade 
and the 121st Separate Coast Artillery Battalion, are all scheduled for induction in 
the near future. One regiment of the 76th, the 144th Field Artillery, is already in 
training at Ft. Lewis. 

General Williams is now away on another inspection trip. He left Washington 
8 March by plane with an itinerary which will take him to Little Rock, Camp Robin- 
son, Camp Blanding, Camp Jackson and Atlanta. The chief of bureau chief is due 
to return to Washington today. 


Armored Foree—The Second Armored Division, at Ft. Benning, is staging an over- 
night march and bivouac 8 April, followed by a march back to the post and a mounted 
review of the entire division at 9:30 A.M. on 4 April. The division will go into a 
concealed bivouac prior to dark and then complete all servicing operations during 
the hours of darkness. The new field ration will be used on this march, with each 
individual cooking his own meal. 

Four hundred eighty-six trainees were released from the Second Armored Divi- 
sion Replacement Center on Saturday, 8 March. These selective service men have 
completed their six weeks basic training period at the Replacement Center and now 
join their organizations in order to complete the prescribed 13 weeks of basic training 


Chemical Warfare Service—Orders were issued this week assigning Lt. Col. John 
V. Lowe, of the Chemical Warfare Service, to headquarters, V Army Corps, Camp 
Beauregard, La., completing assignment of Chemical Warfare Service officers for the 
nine army corps. Chemical officers for the four field armies and enlisted personnel 
for the corps chemical offices have been assigned some time ago. With the order 
assigning Lt. Col. John V. Lowe, listed above, a complete list of Chemical Warfare 
Service officers of the nine army corps may be found on page 728 of the Army AND 
NAVY JOURNAL, issue of 8 March. 


Parachute Troops—tiIn connection with the contemplated expansion of parachute 
troop organizations at Ft. Benning, within the near future, bids for the construction 
of two steel parachute training towers have been invited by Col. James R. Alfonte, 
post quartermaster. It is specified that construction must be completed within thirty 
days after award is made. 

The final qualification course mass jumping program of the 501st Parachute 
Battalion has been tentatively set by the battalion commander for Monday, 24 March 
1941, weather permitting. Thereafter the training of the battalion will be tactical. 
Companies will jump their platoons in turn, with a platoon (36 men) being the mini- 
mum number of parachutists in the air at any one time. 

In the first fatality since training in parachute jumping was started at Ft. 
Benning last 1 July, Sgt. Floyd S. Beard, 28, a member of Company C, 501st Parachute 
Battalion, was killed last night in a fall during training for the qualification of 
jumpers. Sergeant Beard’s back pack parachute failed to billow as he left a plane 
from which his squad was jumping. He pulled the rip cord of his emergency chest 
pack parachute too late for it to open in time to break his fall. The battalion was 
in the platoon jumping phase of the training of new jumpers at an altitude of 750 feet 
when the accident occurred. At the time three planes were in the air, each simul 
taneously dropping the men of a squad. It was the fifth jump made by Sergeant Beard 
in the course of his training for qualification, which requires six jumps in varying 
phases. An investigation was started at once by Maj. William M. Miley, battalion 
commander, in an effort to determine why Sergeant Beard’s back pack parachute 
failed to open. This chute normally opens automatically as the man leaves the 
plane and the statie line attached to the parachute and the plane is broken by his 
jump. Since training in parachute jumping was started early last summer at Ft. 
Benning, 400 men have each made from two to 30 jumps without any serious injuries. 
In all, personnel of the battalion has made approximately 2,000 jumps in that time. 


Finance Department—In keeping with a policy allowing finance personnel attached 
to the National Guard divisions inducted into federal service to assume control 
divisional disbursements, the Finance Department announced this week that the 
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War Department has authorized the activation of finance offices for the 27th and 37th 
divisions of the National Guard. The authorization was ordered to become effective 
as soon as practicable. The 27th division is stationed at Ft. McClellan, Ala., while 
the 37th is at Camp Shelby, Miss. 

This latest authorization brings to a total of five the number of divisions of the 
National Guard with independent finance offices. Other divisions, who have received 
authorization of the disbursement of finances include the 41st at Ft. Lewis, Wash. ; 
the 44th at Ft. Dix, N. J.; and the 45th at Ft. Sill, Okla. Each office is allotted a 
division finance officer, an assistant finance officer and 20 enlisted men. Other National 
Guard divisions now in training are initially authorized eight enlisted men as as- 
sistants to the finance officer. These division personnel are in training at the offices 
of the respective post finance officers. 


Infantry—A new Chief of Infantry entered a brand-new office Saturday and pre- 
pared to carry on the work of his predecessor, Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, who is 
now on leave pending his retirement on 30 April. The new chief, Brig. Gen. Courtney 
H. Hodges, actually will not be sworn in as Chief of Infantry until 1 May. To a repre- 
sentative of the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL, General Hodges stated that he would give 
consideration to the policies of General Lynch in carrying out his own duties. No 
changes either in the organization or personnel of the office of the Chief of Infantry 
are contemplated at this time, he said. Like his predecessor, General Hodges plans 
to make a number of inspection trips to the field. The new chief may even begin his 
inspection tours before he formally takes office, 1 May, though he stated that he plans 
to spend some time at least at his desk until he becomes familiar with all phases of 
the work before him. One of the first jobs to be faced, General Hodges said, was 
familiarization of himself with the operation of the four big Infantry replacement 
centers. As commandant of the Infantry School, General Hodges assisted in the 
preparation of the training courses for the centers and in the instruction of the 
officers now assigned to them, but had little to do with their actual organization. 
Purely by coincidence, the arrival of General Hodges in Washington on 8 March 
found the office Chief of Infantry engaged in moving to its new quarters on the 
fourth floor of the third wing. This wing was destroyed by fire on the night of the 
draft lottery, and had to be rebuilt. It was ready for occupancy only last week and 
now houses offices of the Bureau of Public Relations as well as the Infantry offices. 

Mechanized units of the 2d Armored Division turned out in farewell to General 
Hodges last week when he left Ft. Benning for Washington. An escort from the 
reconnaissance battalion of the division accompanied General Hodges from his quar- 
ters to the reservation limits. Gathered to bid the former school commandant fare- 
well were a group of his friends, including Brig. Gen. George 8S. Patton, jr., command- 
ing general of the 2nd Armored Division; Brig. Gen. Omar N. Bradley, new com- 
mandant of the Infantry School; Maj. Gen. Lloyd R. Fredendall, commanding general 
of the 4th Division and Ft. Benning; Col. Walter S. Fulton, post inspector; Lt. Col. 
Eugene M. Landrum, executive officer of the Infantry School ; Lt. Col. Geoffrey Keyes, 
assistant chief of staff of the armored division, and Capt. Russell F. Akers, aide to 
General Fredendall. 

Lt. Col. William C. Lee, of the plans and training section of the Office Chief of 
Infantry, left Washington 11 March for a short visit to Ft. Benning, Ga., where he is 
inspecting activities of parachute troops there. Colonel Lee is scheduled for detach- 
ment from Washington 31 March to be assigned to the parachute group at Ft. Benning. 
This group eventually will comprise three other parachute battalions in addition to 
the existing 501st Battalion. The other battalions will be formed by detaching cadres 
from the 501st, and will then be built to the same strength—34 officers and 412 men. 

The 1st and 2nd Battalions of the 37th Infantry, which were organized recently 
at Ft. Francis E. Warren, Wyo., will be moved to Camp Clatsop, Ore., about 1 April 
1941. In order to provide sufficient space for the activation of the two battalions, 
units of the 1st Infantry and the 20th Infantry either have been or will be trans- 
ferred from Ft. Warren to Ft. Leavenworth, Kans. Facilities already available at 
Ft. Leavenworth will be used until the units are moved to Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo., with 
the concentration of the 6th Division. 


Army Transport Service—Sixteen vessels operated under the direction of the Army 
Transport Service of the Quartermaster Corps have been renamed. The vessels and 
their new names are as follows: President Roosevelt, changed to Maj. Gen. Joseph 
T. Dickman; President Jefferson to Maj. Gen. Henry T. Allen; President McKinley 
to Maj. Gen. J. Franklin Bell; Edenton to Col. Irvin L. Hunt; Liberty to Brig. Gen. 
Chauncey B. Baker; Waukegan to Col. John R. R. Hannay; West Corum to Col. 
Will H. Point; West Segovia to Brig. Gen. William R. Gibson; Mackinaw City to 
Brig. Gen. William E. Horton; Egeria to Col. William G. Ball; St. Ignace to Brig. 
Gen. Arthur W. Yates; Donnie S. to Maj. James B. Ettridge; Davie to Lt. Col.

The President Jefferson, President McKinley and President Roosevelt were 
acquired from the Maritime Commission and were converted into combined passenger- 
freight transports. The five additional freighters recently added to the Transport 
fleet have been renamed in honor of deceased officers of the Quartermaster Corps. 


Field Artillery—The Chief of Field Artillery has been authorized to initiate a pro- 
gram of revision of current and projected Field Artillery training literature in con- 
hection with the Field Artillery School. This will be accomplished by a group of 
Officers, specially detailed for this purpose by the Commandant of the Field Artillery 
School. 

Maj. Gen. R. M. Danford, Chief of Field Artillery, and the following members 
of his office, Colonel Potter and Lt. Colonels Beasley and Stewart visited Aberdeen 
Proving Ground Monday in connection with tests of FA materiel. 

Col. Mert Proctor was this week appointed Assistant Commandant FA School, 
Vice Brig. Gen. Leroy P. Collins recently promoted to Brig. General. Colonel Proctor 
has been director of the department of Tactics since August 1940. 

Lt. Col. John E. Ray, FA has been detailed on staff and faculty at the Cavalry 
School. 

Lt. Col. W. H. Colbern, who has been on temporary duty in War Department 
for the past six months, departed this week for his new station with the artillery 
of the 1st Division at Ft. Devens, Mass. 


Coast Artillery Corps—The 244th Coast Artillery (truck drawn) of the New York 
National Guard, has been awarded the Coast Artillery Association Trophy for 





conducting the most efficient target practices among the National Guard Coast Ar- 
tillery regiments during the training year 1939-40. The score for the award is based 
solely on the results of target practices. Second place went to the 252nd Coast Ar- 
tillery, North Carolina National Guard, and third, to the 250th Coast Artillery, 
California National Guard. The 261st Coast Artillery, Delaware National Guard, 
was not rated as it contained only three firing batteries, but it was given honorable 
mention because of its excellent score. 

An assistant executive officer to the Chief of Coast Artillery reported in Wash- 
ington this week. He is Maj. Joe D. Moss, recently assigned to the 70th Coast Artillery 
(AA) at Camp Stewart, Ga. Major Moss will relieve Col. Kenneth T. Blood, executive 
officer, of the duties as receptionist officer to the Chief of Coast Artillery that have 
occupied much of Colonel Blood’s time. This is Major Moss’ first tour of duty in 
Washington. 


Ordnance—The 42nd Ordnance Company (Ammunition) will be transferred from 
lock Island Arsenal, Ill., to the Puerto Rican Department, for a permanent change 
of station, on or about 1 April 1941. The time and date of arrival at the Port of 
[mbarkation will be determined by the Commanding General, New York Port of 
“mbarkation. About 150 officers and men are involved in the transfer. 


Air Corps—Approval is announced for the construction of facilities at Windsor Locks, 
Conn., at an estimated cost of $3,056,755. An additional $790,000 for grading, pav- 
ing, drainage, and night lighting also will be authorized if funds become available. 
It was originally intended that about 2,200 officers and men of the Air Corps and 
service troops were to be stationed at Municipal Airport, Hartford, Conn., but the 
site was changed to Windsor Locks. Facilities will include 36 barracks, 9 day rooms, 
8 mess halls, 5 officers’ quarters, 10 supply buildings, 6 administration buildings, and 
6 operations buildings. 

Maj. John Knowles Gowen, jr., for years Managing Editor of the Boston Sunday 
Advertiser and more recently publisher of The Microphone, reported for duty this week 
to the Office of the Chief of the Air Corps in Washington. He will be assigned to 
public relations. Major Gowen made his first airplane flight on 1 August 1918. Dur- 
ing the World War, as an Air Service officer, he was a Pursuit pilot and instructo 
in advanced acrobatics. . 

The Materiel Division at Wright Field, Ohio, has just announced the approval 
of two new type spark plugs that are expected to improve very considerably a situa- 
tion which has troubled operating personnel for many years. For some time past all 
spark plugs used in the Air Corps have been provided with mica insulation but the out- 
put of some of the newer power plants is so high that mica designs have given excessive 
trouble. In order to improve this condition, the division started intensive work on 
ceramic insulated plugs about a year and a half ago. Since that time hundreds of 
hours of test stand and flight operation have been completed on designs submitted 
by numerous manufacturers. The two types just approved, designated as LS85 and 
C348, are made by the A. C. Spark Plug Division and the Champion Spark Plug Com- 
pany respectively. Both of these plugs are of the long reach shielded 18 mm. type 
and are made to Army-Navy dimensions. These provide for a standard 7/8 inch 
shell hex and a 5/8-24 elbow thread. 

The English and German Air Forces have been flying ceramic insulated plugs 
since the start of the present war although in some cases the engine outputs were 
not particularly high, so that the discarding of mica designs was doubtless due in 
part to the fact that this insulating material must be imported by both of the above 
countries. 

Although it is a fact that mica is a strategic material in the United States, the 
development of ceramic plugs was prompted equally by the necessity for superior 
performance, The scaley deposit which forms on the nose of all types of mica plugs 
is a relatively good insulator when cold but under excessive loads or with fuel some- 
what below the specification requirements, this scaley deposit may become a con- 
ductor thus causing the plug to stop firing. 

The ceramic spark plug accumulates practically no deposit on the nose of the 
insulator and thus is not subject to the troubles mentioned. ‘This factor is regarded 
as of extreme importance in engines for operation under wartime conditions, which 
implies heavily loaded airplanes and possibly shortened runways. 


Colors In Army Materials—Manufacturers of cotton cloth and welbing for Army 
uniforms and equipment are writing the War Department about the wide variety 
of shades presented to them in samples to be matched in their finishing and dyeing 
operations. It appears that standard samples or color cards are not being used by 
some procurement officers, The manufacturers suggest that perhaps the Army is snip- 
ping off samples of items in stock that have become faded or discolored by age. Mr. 
W. Ray Bell, textile member of the Advisory Commission, consulted with representa- 
tives from the Army and Navy l’rocurement officers in the Facilities Division of the 
Office of the Assistant Secretary of War recently, with reference to the standardiza- 
tion of shades used in dyeing cotton yarn for webbing. Mr. Bell outlined the written 
comment of leading yarn and webbing manufacturers who had stated that the olive 
drab shades required by the military supply services ranged very widely from the 
green to the brown shades of olive drab. Yarn samples, from the yarn suppliers and 
dyers, together with webbing samples, indicated the variety of color. 


Army Chaplains—Chaplain Aryeh Lev, Office of the Chief of Chaplains in Wash- 
ington, DD. C., is on detached service this week for the purpose of visiting Ft. Bragg, 
It. Jackson, Camp Blanding and Camp Davis. Chaplain William A. Gamble of the 
sume office kas written an article defining the duties of an Army Chaplain which has 
been published in The Churchman. Chaplain Walter B. Zimmerman has reported for 
duty in the Plans and Training Division of the Office of Chief of Chaplains. 

Chaplain William R. Arnold, Chief of Chaplains, has urged CCC Chaplains to 
cooperate with Company Commanders and the Technical Services in arranging for 
appropriate ceremonies in the celebration of the Sth anniversary of the founding of 
the Corps which will be observed during the period from 29 Mar., to 5 April. 

The Catholic Chaplains at Ft. Dix, N. J., have just received a Lenten gift in the 
form of new ecclesiastical equipment from the New Jersey Councils of Knights of 
Columbus. The gift consisted of a cope, censer, censer boat and monstrance, used 
in the Benediction. The presentation was made to Maj. George J. Crone, assistant 
chaplain of the 44th Division, for transmittal to his colleagues. 

Congratulations are being extended to Chaplain Alva J. Brasted, former Chief 
of Chaplains, for the extraordinary new issue of the Army and Navy Chaplain just 
off the press, and to Chaplain Silas E. Decker, Ft. Randolph, Canal Zone, who has 
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been granted the degree of Ph.D. in Social Science by Webster University, Atlanta,

As of 5 Mar. there were 767 Army Chaplains on active duty, including 139 Regular 
Army Chaplains and 628 Reserve or National Guard Chaplains.

Text of Lend-Lease Bill 


Following is the text of H. R. 1776, the 
lend-lease bill, as passed by the House and 
Senate and signed by the President, and 
the President’s estimate of $7,000,000,000 
to carry out the provisions of the bill: 


Be it enacted, That this act may be cited 
as “An act to promote the defense of the 
United States.” 

Sec. 2. As used in this act— 

(a) The term “defense article’ means— 

(1) Any weapon, munition, aircraft, vessel, 
or boat; 

(2) Any machinery, facility, tool, material, 
or supply necessary for the manufacture, 
production, processing, repair, servicing, or 
operation of any article described in this 
subsection; 

(3) Any component material or part of or 
equipment for any article described in this 
subsection; 

(4) Any agricultural, industrial, or other 

commodity or article for defense. 
Such term “defense article” includes any 
article described in this subsection: Manu- 
factured or procured pursuant to section 3, 
or to which the United States or any foreign 
government has or hereafter acquires title, 
possession, or control, 

(b) The term “defense information” means 
any plan, specification, design, prototype, or 
information pertaining to any defense article, 

Sec. 3. (a) Notwithstanding the provisions 
of any other law, the President may, from 
time to time, when he deems it in the inter- 
est of national defense, authorize the Secre- 
tary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, or the 
head of any other department or agency of 
the Government— 

(1) To manufacture in arsenals, factories, 
and shipyards under their jurisdiction, or 
otherwise procure, to the extent to which 
funds are made available therefor, or con- 
tracts are authorized from time to time by 
the Congress, or both, any defense article 
for the government of any country whose 
defense the President deems vital to the de- 
fense of the United States. 

(2) To sell, transfer title to, exchange, 
lease, lend, or otherwise dispose of, to any 
such government any defense article, but no 
defense article not manufactured or pro- 
cured under paragraph (1) shall in any way 
be disposed of under this paragraph, except 
after consultation with the Chief of Staff 
of the Army or the Chief of Naval Operations 
of the Navy, or both. The value of defense 
articles disposed of in any way under au- 
thority of this paragraph, and procured from 
funds heretofore appropriated, shall not ex- 
ceed $1,300,000,000. The value of such de- 
fense articles shall be determined by the head 
of the department or agency concerned or 
such other department, agency or officer as 
shall be designated in the manner provided 
in the rules and regulations issued hereunder. 
Defense articles procured from funds here- 
after appropriated to any department or 
agency of the Government, other than from 
funds authorized to be appropriated under 
this Act, shall not be disposed of in any way 
under authority ef this paragraph except to 
the extent hereafter authorized by the Con- 
gress in the Acts appropriating such funds 
or otherwise. 

(3) To test, inspect, prove, repair, outfit, 
recondition, or otherwise to place in good 
working order, to the extent to which funds 
are made available therefor, or contracts are 
authorized from time to time by the Con- 
gress, or both, any defense article for any 
such government, or to procure any or all 
such services by private contract. 

(4) To communicate to any such govern- 
ment any defense information, pertaining to 
any defense article furnished to such govern- 
ment under paragraph (2) of this subsection. 

(5) To release for export any defense ar- 
ticle disposed of in any way under this 
subsection to any such government. 

(b) The terms and conditions upon which 
any such foreign government receives any 
aid authorized under subsection (a) shall be 
those which the President deems satisfactory, 
and the benefit to the United States may be 
payment or repayment in kind or property, 
or any other direct or indirect benefit which 
the President deems satisfactory. 

(c) After 30 June 1943, or after the pass- 
age of a concurrent resolutien by the two 
Houses before 30 June 1943, which declares 
that the powers conferred by or pursuant to 





subsection (a) are no longer necessary to 
promote the defense of the United States, 
neither the President nor the head of any 
department or agency shall exercise any of 
the powers conferred by or pursuant to sub- 
section (a); except that until 1 July 1946, any 
of such powers may be exercised to the ex- 
tent necessary to carry out a contract or 
agreement with such a foreign government 
made before 1 July 1943, or before the pass- 
age of such concurrent resolution, whichever 
is the earlier. 


(d) Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
authorize or to permit the authorization of 
convoying vessels by naval vessels of the 
United States. 

(e) Nothing in this act shall be construed 
to authorize or to permit the authorization of 
the entry of any American vessel into a com- 
bat area in violation of section 3 of the Neu- 
trality Act of 1939. 

Sec. 4. All contracts or agreements made 
for the disposition of any defense article or 
defense information pursuant to section 3 shall 
contain a clause by which the foreign gov- 
ernment undertakes that it will not, without 
the consent of the President, transfer title 
to or possession of such defense article or de- 
fense information by gift, sale, or otherwise, 
or permit its use by anyone not an officer, em- 
ployee, or agent of such foreign government. 

Sec. 5. (a) The Secretary of War, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, or the head of any other 
department or agency of the Government in- 
volved shall, when any such defense article or 
defense information is exported, immediately 
inform the department or agency designated 
by the President to administer section 6 of 
the act of 2 July 1940 (54 Stat. 714), of the 
quantities, character, value, terms of disposi- 
tion, and destination of the article and in- 
formation so exported, 

(b) The President from time to time, but 
not less frequently than once every 90 days, 
shall transmit to the Congress a report of 
operations under this act except such informa- 
tion as he deems incompatible with the pub- 
lic interest to disclose. Reports provided for 
under this subsection shall be transmitted to 
the Secretary of the Senate or the Clerk ot 
the House of Representatives, as the case may 
be, if the Senate or the House of Representa- 
tives, as the case may be, is not in session. 

Sec. 6. (a) There is hereby authorized to be 
appropriated from time to time, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, such amounts as may be necessary 
to carry out the provisions and accomplish 
the purposes of this act. 

(b) All money and all property which is 
converted into money received under section 
3 from any government shall, with the ap- 
proval of the Director of the Budget, revert 
to the respective appropriation or appropria- 
tions out of which funds were expended with 
respect to the defense article or defense in- 
formation for which such consideration is 
received, and shall be available for expendi- 
ture for the purpose for which such expended 
funds were appropriated by law, during the 
fiscal year in which such funds are received 
and the ensuing fiscal year; but in no event 
shall any funds so received be available for 
expenditure after 30 June 1946. 

Sec, 7. The Secretary of War, the Secretary 
of the Navy, and the head of the department 
or agency shall in all contracts or agreements 
for the disposition of any defense article or 
defense information fully protect the rights 
of all citizens of the United States who have 
patent rights in and to any such article or 
information which is hereby authorized to 
be disposed of and the payments collected 
for royalties on such patents shall be paid to 
the owners and holders of such patents. 

Sec. 8. The Secretaries of War and of the 
Navy are hereby authorized te purchase or 
otherwise acquire arms, ammunition, and im- 
plements of war produced within the juris- 
diction of any country to which section 3 is 
applicable, whenever the President deems 
such purchase or acquisition to be necessary 
in the interests of the defense of the United 
States. 

Sec. 9. The President may, from time to 
time, promulgate such rules and regulations 
as may be necessary and proper to carry out 
any of the provisions of this act; and he may 
exercise any power or authority conferred on 
him by this act through such department, 
agency, or officer as he shall direct. 

See. 10. Nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to change existing law relating to the 
use of the land and naval forces of the United 





States, except insofar as such use relates to 
the manufacture, procurement, and repair of 
defense articles, the communication of in- 
formation and other noncombatant purposes 
enumerated in this act. 

Sec. 11. If any provision of this act or the 
application of such provision to any circum- 
stance shall be held invalid, the validity of 
the remainder of the act and applicability of 
such provision to other circumstances shall 
not be affected thereby. 





Text of $7,000,000,000 Estimate 
The White House, 
Washington, 12 March 1941. 
Hon. Sam Rayburn, 
Speaker, House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. C. 

My Dear Mr. Speaker: This Nation has felt 
that it was imperative to the security of 
America that we encourage the democracies’ 
heroic resistance to aggressions, by not only 
maintaining but also increasing the flow of 
material assistance from this country. There- 
fore, the Congress has enacted and I have 
signed H. R. 1776. 

Through this legislation our country has 
determined to do its full part in creating an 
adequate arsenal of democracy. This great 
arsenal will be here in this country. It will 
be a bulwark of our own defense. It will be 
the source of the tools of defense for all de- 
mocracies who are fighting to preserve them- 
selves against aggression. 

While the defense equipment produced un- 
der H. R. 1776 remains under the control of 
the United States until it is ready for dis- 
position, it is the fixed policy of this Govern- 
ment to make for democracies every gun, 
plane, and munition of war that we possibly 
ean. 

To accomplish these objectives I am trans- 
mitting an estimate in the amount of $7,000,- 
000,000, the details of which are set forth in 
the accompanying letter from the Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget. I strongly urge 
the immediate enactment of this appropria- 
tion.

Knox Dedicates Corpus Christj 


By declaring “we have a job to do ang 
we are starting to do it right now,” Capt, 
Alva D. Bernhard, USN, read the com. 
missioning orders for the Navy’s largest 
air training base at Corpus Christi, Tex, 
on 12 March, as one thousand enlisted 
men and 200 officers stood at attention, 
The station, a $44,000,000 project, is 7 
per cent complete. It covers 10,000 acres 
of peninsula land a short distance south. 
east of Corpus Christi. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox appeared 
in person to deliver the dedication ad. 
dress. As the flag was run up he said: 

“The young men we send here will come 
for but one purpose, to learn the art of 
making war. By virtue of this fact, please 
God, we will build a lasting peace—hased 
upon justice which is not a mockery.” 

The station will boast landplane facilj- 
ties at a main base of approximately 2,0% 
acres, three auxiliary bases totaling ap- 
proximately 2,600 acres, nine hangars and 
four runways. Seaplane facilities include 
three hangars and six ramps. Total per. 
sonnel, when in full operation, may reach 
15,000, Construction is approximately 
two months ahead of schedule. 





Protest Revamp of Bands 
The American Bandmaster Associa. 
tion, meeting at Madison, Wis., in Feb. 
ruary, declared that experiments of Dr, 
Leopold Stokowski toward revamping 









the service music and bands were retro 
gressive, and have submitted recom- 
mendations to the Secretary of War and 
Administrative Officers in the War De 
partment asking that the service bands 
be kept in a standard category in number 
of pieces, arrangement, and the like. 

The resolution declared that service

Brig. Gen. William A. Mitchell, USA- 
Ret., died 6 March 1941, at Tuscumbia, 
Alabama. 

General Mitchell was born in Seale, Ala., on 
90 Nov. 1877. He was graduated from the 
United States Military Academy at West 
Point, New York, and commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the Cors of Engineers on 12 
June 1902. 

His early service included participation in 
action against hostile Moro forces in the 
Philippines. 

During the World War, as Commanding 
Officer of the 2nd Engineers, 2nd Division, 
General Mitchell served in France and was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal and 
the French Croix de Guerre with gold star 
and palm. 

In 1922, General Mitchell was appointed pro- 
fessor of engineering on the faculty of the 
United States Military Academy and remained 
continuously at West Point as a permanent 
professor until his retirement on 30 June 1938. 

Subsequent to his retirement, General 
Mitchell made his home at 1601 S. Arling- 
ton Ridge Road, Arlington, Va.

Trend Away from Seaboard 

An analysis of the annual statistical re- 
ports on industrial allocations, compiled 
by the Supply Arms and Services of the 
War Department as of 31 December 1940, 
discloses a well defined trend in planned 
schedules of production away from the 
vulnerable Atlantic Coast to the interior 
of the country. This is regarded as a very 
healthy condition. 

The reports showed a relatively large 
number of reserved joint facilities (J/-). 
which is due to the assignment by the 
Army and Navy Munitions Board of this 
designation to all Machine Tool-A, Gage-A 
and Steel Plan enterprises. Also included 
in this category are those Machine Tool- 
B and Gage-B plants in which the un- 
restricted portion of capacity has not yet 
been allocated. 





Army Day—1941 
resident Roosevelt issued the follow- 
ing proclamation on 7 March 1941: 

“WHEREAS Senate Concurrent Resolution 
5, 75th Congress, ist session (50 Stat. 1108) 
provides: 

“*That 6 April of each year be recognized 
by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America as Army Day, 
and that the President of the United States be 
requested, as Commander in Chief, to order 
military units throughout the United States 
to assist civie bodies in appropriate celebra- 
tion to such extent as he may deem advisable; 
to issue a proclamation each year declaring 
6 April as Army Day, and in such proclama- 
tions to invite the Governors of the various 
States to issue Army Day proclamations: 
Provided, That in the event 6 April falls on 
Sunday, the following Monday shall be ree 
ognized as Army Day.’ 

“NOW, THEREFORE, I, FRANKLIN DPD, 
ROOSEVELT, President of the United States 
of America, pursuant to the aforesaid concur 
rent resolution, do hereby declare Monday, 7 
April 1941, as Army Day, and invite the Goy 
ernors of the forty-eight States to issue Army 
Day proclamations; and, acting under the 
authority vested in me as Commander in 
Chief, I hereby order military units through- 
out the United States and its Territories and 
possessions to assist civic bodies, as far as 
may be practicable, in the appropriate ob- 
servance of Army Day. 

“IN WITNESS WHEREOFP, I have here- 
unto set my hand and catesed the seal of the 
United States of America to be affixed. 

“DONE at the City of Washington this sev 
enth day of March, in the year of our Lord 
nineteen hundred and forty-one, and of the 
Independence of the United States of America 
the one hundred and sixty-tifth. 

(Seal) “FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT 
“BY THE PRESIDENT 
“CORDELL HULL 
“Secretary of State.” 


The Army Day Parade will be held in 
Washington on Saturday, 5 April, accord- 
ing to the announcement made public by 
the officials of the Military Order of the 
World War, which organization annually 
sponsors the event. 

Saturday afternoon was determined 
upon in preference to Monday, declared 
Lt. Col. Edwin 8S. Bettelheim, jr., ORC, 
the local chairman, because it would 
avoid Holy Week and would interfere 
less with business and government tratlic. 
The authorities of colleges and schools 
indicated their preference to Saturday. 
There will be large contingents from the 
R.O.T.C. units of Washington and nearby 
colleges as well as cadet units from the 
High Schools of the District, Alexandria 
and Arlington. 

The Parade will pass across the Capi- 
tol plaza promptly at 1:45 p.m. Thence 
it will proceed up Constitution Ave., pass- 
ing the President’s Reviewing Stand at 
16th St. and Constitution Ave. at 2:15, It 
will disperse at 17th Street. 

In addition to the usual military and 
naval units, as well as those from the 
veteran groups, industry and labor will 
this year take its place in line, indicating 
a unification for National Defense under 
the resident of the United States. The 
American Red Cross has announced that 
it will place a whole division in the pa- 
rade typifying its war service activities.

crease in the number of accidents.” In a 
release distributed 11 March the Depart- 
ment stated, in part: 

“The War Department stated today that 
while the recent Army aircraft accidents are 
a cause for grave concern, there is no reason 
for undue alarm. 

“The proficiency of Air Corps flight per 
sonnel and the condition of Army airplanes 
and ground equipment are not measured by 
the number of accidents that occur, but rather 
by the accident rate. In 1940, Army airplanes 
were flown more than 900,000 hours, as com 
pared with about 77,000 hours in 1921, but 
the percentage of accidents in 1840 was far 
below that of two decades ago. Recently, 
however, several accidents have occurred 
which indicate that an increase in the acei 
dent rate may be expected as a result of the 
lowering of average experience of pilots. Due 
to the great expansion of the Air Corps and 
to the more exacting and hazardous nature of 
military flying demanded by the increases in 
speed, performance and complexity of the 
modern military airplane, not only have ac 
cidents become more numerous with the in 
creased amount of flying, but they are also 
more conspicuous. As a result of the larger 
average number of persons in the crews of 
modern military airplanes the average num 
wer killed in each fatal accident has increased 
more than 30% during the past ten years. 

“The detailed data on accidents maintained 
ty the Air Corps indicate that personnel er 
rors still account for eighty out of every one 
hundred mishaps of all kinds, fatal as well 
as those which result in no injury to persons 
and only slight damage to the airplane. Me 
chanical failure or defects in airplanes and 
equipment caused but 14% of all accidents 
and less than 6% wer due to miscellaneous 
and undetermined causes. Of the fatal 
those in which one or more persons 
killed, 77% were due in 1940 to per 
sounel errors, while but 4% were caused by 
faulty material and 19% were chargeable to 
miscellaneous and undetermined factors. 

“Army accident statistics reveal many in 
teresting conditions and show particularly 
that the safest flyer is the who flies the 
wost. For example, the accident rate for grad 
wate pilots of over 750 hours of piloting ex 
perience is slightly less than half the rate for 
graduate pilots of less than 750 hours in the 
air.

The accident rate for accidents of all 
kinds among undergraduate flyers is but 
three-fourths of the rate for the entire Air 
Corps, and the rate of fatal accidents at fly 
ing schools is only half of that for the entire 
Army.”

Votive Ship Model 

Rear Adm. Russell Willson, Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy, has an- 
nounced that during services in the 
Chapel on Sunday, 16 March, a votive 
ship model would be presented to the 
Naval Academy Chapel by the former 
officers of the Construction Corps of the 
Navy. It is expected that seventy-five 
members of the former corps, which was 
amalgamated with the Line of the Navy 
1 July 1940, will attend the services. 

Immediately prior to the sermon Rear 
Adm. Alexander H. Van Keuren, USN, 
former Chief Constructor, will outline 
briefly the history of the Construction 
Corps. He will introduce Mr. Joseph W. 
Powell, an alumnus of the Naval Acad- 
emy, 1897, and a former naval construe- 
tor, who will make the presentation. The 
model will be accepted by the Superinten- 
dent, Chaplain William N. Thomas will 
make the dedication address during the 
services pointing out the emotional and 
religious significance of man’s emergence 
from the uncivilized stage to the present 
day with special relation to those “who 
go down to the sea in ships.” 

As far as can be ascertained the votive 
ship model to be presented tomorrow is 
the first one to be hung in America and 
certainly the most pretentious hanging 
in any church anywhere. Its overall 
length is 101% feet and it is painted in 
gold and silver—a green cross on the 
silver foresail. It is of the “carrack” type, 
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about 1450, high bow and stern and high- 
ly decorated. 





New Stores Issue Ship 

A new stores issue ship was added to 
the Navy when the USS Castor (ex 
Challenge) was commissioned 12 March 
at the New York Navy Yard. 

The Castor is 459 feet in length and 
her tonnage is 13,900. She is the first C-2 
ship that was built by the Martime Com- 
mission and was completed on 10 July 
1939. 

The ship was transferred to the Navy 
by the Maritime Commission October, 
1940, and conversion to a stores issue ship 
was started in November. The Brewer 
Dry Dock Company at Mariner’s Harbor, 
Staten Island, did part of the conversion 
work and it was completed at the New 
York Navy Yard.

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The Defense Program 
(Continued from First Page) 
have been changed probably as much as 
any single activity of the Army has been 
changed during the past year. Buying has 
been consolidated and field rations are be- 
ing used that permit monthly standard 
menus, to supply which food is purchased 
in carload lots. The jobber is out of the 
picture in most cases. Buying now is done 
direct from the producer wherever pos- 
sible, whether it be a canning factory or 
producers of perishable foods such as 
fruits, vegetables, butter and eggs. Non- 
perishable supplies will be purchased in 
large lots by the New York, Chicago, and 
San Francisco Depots, each of which has 
been allocated certain classes of items. 
Perishable supplies will come from cen- 
tral marketing offices strategically lo- 

cated. 

An interesting move by the Quarter- 
master Corps is the furnishing of china- 
ware to camps for use instead of field 
kits, not only to make good food taste 
better but to give a more homelike 
atmosphere. 

Clothing 

In the matter of clothing, provision 
must be made for every type of climate, 
ranging from sub-zero weather in Alaska 
to the torrid sunshine of the Philippines. 
Buying is being done as much as possible 
during slack seasons to insure fulfillment 
of Army orders without delay and to 
avoid disrupting the normal market, In 
general, clothing procurement is giving 
very little difficulty. Woolen clothing sup- 
plies are ample, shoes are being manu- 
fuctured in sufficient quantities, and only 
in khaki cloth is there a really serious 
shortage, which is being combatted by 
the development of substitute cloths. 

Long-range purchasing of critical ma- 
terials is under way to eliminate shortage 
and where the present stocks are limited, 
a system of depot credits to Corps Area 
Commanders has been set up for 17 items. 
These credits are based upon initial al- 
lowances prescribed by the War Depart- 


ment and maintenance factors deter- 
mined in the Quartermaster General's 
office. They insure a careful editing of 


requisitions by Corps Area Commanders 
and the utilization of stocks previously 
overlooked, or hoarded, in camps, posts 
and stations. 

Present plans call for maintaining at 
each camp a three months’ maintenance 
allowance of clothing and equipago plus 
a one month's initial allowance: at each 
distributing depot, a three months’ main- 
tenance allowance plus a five months’ 
initial allowance, and in reserve depots, 
or on order, six months supply require- 
ments. 


Motor Transportation 

Motor transportation looms large in the 
Army program and the Quartermaster 
Corps expects to have about 250,000 
vehicles by Fall. Army vehicles are now 
being delivered at the rate of between 3,- 
000 and 4,000 a week. Except for the in- 
troduction of the four-wheel drive, Army 
vehicles follow civilian specifications 
closely, which has expedited industrial 
production. Parts have been standardized 
to facilitate repair and maintenance and 
steps are under way to carry the stand- 
ardization even to the extent of providing 
uniform numbers for all interchangeable 
parts including such small items as nuts 
and bolts. 

The Motor Transport Division carries 
out its functions of operating motor 
vehicles by means of motor truck com- 
panies and motor car companies. Main- 
tenance of vehicles in the field is accom- 
plished by light maintenance companies 
having mobile repair equipment, and by 
heavy maintenance companies equipped 
with semi-mobile equipment. Motor me- 
chanics are being trained continually, 
many under civilian instructors, at Hola- 
hird Depot, Md., and Normoyle Depot, 
near San Antonio, Tex. Two large depots 
under War Department control at Hola- 
bird and Fort Wayne, Mich., supply parts. 
Five other motor parts depots are under 
Corps Area control, The problem of sup- 
plying spare parts to vehicles in the field 
is being met by equipping six trucks in 
each square division with shelves and 
bins to carry maintenance parts, and four 
trucks similarly equipped in each trian- 
gular division. Contracts for vehicles are 
now carrying a provision requiring the 





delivery of parts simultaneously with the 
delivery of vehicles. 

The Quartermaster Corps also solved 
an entirely different problem in the trans- 
port field by developing an olive drab, 
lustreless enamel that is durable, does 
not reflect light, and lends itself easily to 
camouflage. 

Rail and Water Transoort 

The Transportation Division handles 
the transport of troops by means other 
than motor vehicles, not the least impor- 
tant of which is the water transport 
branch which has increased from 8 to 25 
the number of ocean-going ships now 
operated—a difficult task at a time when 
shipping is at a premium. The present 
program calls for procuring 423 different 
types of vessels including seagoing trans- 
ports, both passenger and cargo, tugs for 
towing targets, barges, ferry boats, 
mine planters, lighters, landing boats, 
launches, ambulance boats, mine yawls 
and rescue boats. 

The problem doesn't end when commer- 
cial vessels are purchased because they 
must be converted to get the maximum 
troop carrying capacity. Provisions must 
be made for troop quarters, mess facili- 
ties, lavatories and recreation space, 
along with installation of berths and 
other equipment, The extent of the motor 
transport problem is illustrated in the re- 
port that it takes ten vessels of the troop 
capacity of the “Hunter Liggett” to move 
a triangular division. 

Iiven here the transport problem is not 
completed because provision also must 
be made for utilizing all forms of com- 
mercial transportation facilities. The 
Quartermaster Corps is working closely 
with the Association of American Rail- 
roads in routing freight and passenger 
trains, and also is prepared to coordinate 
all other available tronsportation facili- 
ties. 

Quartermaster replacement centers 
have been established and are in opera- 
tion at Camp Lee, Va., and Fort Warren, 
Wyo., where a total of 20,000 selectees 
will be trained for 28 different types of 
Quartermaster organizations including 
such divergent activities as shoe repairs, 
mobile laundries, gasoline, railhead, de- 
pot, salvage, air base, motor transport, 
light and heavy maintenance companies, 
and Port of Embarkation duties. 

Construction 

Construction is one of the big problems, 
presenting the necessity of housing 1,400,- 
000 men, constructing general hospitals 
and new supply depots, extending Army 
manufacturing depots, and building new 
industrial plants. The present construc- 
tion program involves the building of 
some 77 camps and cantonments, 5 large 
supply depots, 8 general hospitals, 19 re- 
placement centers, 29 reception centers 
and 29 Ordnance manufacturing plants, 
and the list is still growing. 

The operations of the Construction 
Division have been decentralized by 
dividing the country into construction 
zones, each having a zone Constructing 
Quartermaster. The construction zones 
coincide with the boundaries of Corps 
Areas inasmuch as Corps Area Command- 
ers are responsible for the selection of 
camp sites and for the approval of camp 
layouts, 

The management of each construction 
project consists of a constructing Quar- 
termaster, an architectural engineer, and 
the contractor, the constructing Quarter- 
master having the task of coordinating 
and exercising general supervision over 
the entire project. The construction pro- 
gram, the biggest peacetime construction 
job the United States ever has under- 
taken, has been hampered by abnormal 
rainfall in some sections, by excessive 
cold in others, by unsuspected engineering 
problems and by a myriad of other diffi- 
culties, and is still running very close to 
schedule. 

The main job of the Remount Division 
is to procure horses and mules for the 
Army, about 40,000 of which are to be 
procured this year. The Army maintains 
its own breeding plan which consists of 
lending government stallions to farmers 
and ranchers. About 700 stallions now 
are owned and as a result of careful 
supervision the plan has steadily im- 
proved the suitability of horses for the 
mounted troops during the past 20 years. 
The proeessing of animals to get them in 





a good state of health and flesh takes 
place at Remount Depots at Front Royal, 
Va., Fort Reno, Okla., and Fort Robin- 
son, Neb. In addition to procuring the 
animals, the Remount Division also pre- 
pares instructions for the purchase of 
forage, regulates storage and distribu- 
tion, and prepares instruction and regu- 
lations for saddles, harness, horseshoes 
and similar items. 

Through the Planning and Control Di- 
vision, the Quartermaster General exer- 
cises supervision and control over pro- 
curement policies and planning, maintain- 
ing liaison with the office of the Under 
Secretary of War on all pertinent matters 
affecting procurement policies. To the 
Quartermaster General procurement 
means purchasing virtually every com- 
modity used by man—the soldier gets 
from the Quartermaster the paper and 
pencils to write letters home, the laundry 
service for his clothing, the cooking 
utensils he uses daily. In short, almost 
everything the soldier eats, wears, rides 
in or otherwise uses in the performance 
of his military routine is provided by the 
Quartermaster Corps. 


The War Situation 

The threat of Admiral Darlan to use 
the French Navy to escort French food 
ships if Great Britain continues to seize 
them coincides with the apparent deci- 
sion of Churchill to establish a British 
land front on the European continent by 
reenforcing its present forces in Greece 
with an army which is reported to be 
establishing bases at Salonika and 
Athens. The possibility that German pres- 
sure on defeated France might lead to 
the use of French vessels against Great 
Britain was realized by the British Navy 
when France agreed to an armistice with 
Hitler. The situation was considered to 
be so serious that the British attacked 
and destroyed some of the French units. 
Other French units surrendered and some 
proceeded to British ports; these unques- 
tionably have been commissioned in the 
British Navy. However, a large number 
of men-of-war remained unmolested in 
French bases and it is this fleet which has 
now become a potential element of fur- 
ther complicating the British control of 
the seas. 

Brassey’s Naval Annual states that the 
British Navy, at the outbreak of hostili- 
ties, was far stronger than Germany’s— 
except in the number of submarines—and 
the British and French Navies, combined, 
were overwhelmingly superior in all 
classes. The strength of the British, 
French and German Fleets was :—

This force, which Admiral Darlan 


threatens to use to protect French food 
ships, is so far as known, based on French 
Mediterranean bases. It is doubtful if 
Admiral Darlan contemplated using it 
except in the transportation of supplies 
between France and her North African 
colonies. There has been growing concern 
in British circles that considerable French 
shipping has been passing back and forth 
between unoccupied France and North 
Africa. It is probable that British pres- 
sure to stop entirely this shipping since 
the Italian defeat in Libya was one of 
the reasons which lead Admiral Darlan 
to make his threat. 

The capture of the Italian bases along 
the African Coast by the British Army 
of the Nile and the use by the British of 
bases in Crete and Greece have increased 





materially the offensive power of Britis, 
sea and air power throughout the Meg. 
terranean theatre. It is very probabj 
that the foree which the British cg. 
sidered necessary to contain the Italigy 
Fleet at the beginning of the Libyan cap. 
paign can now under the new conditions 
existing in that theatre readily meet the 
threat of Admiral Darlan. Such a ¢gp. 
clusion seems reasonable in view of the 
recent British moves in the’ Greegign 
theatre. 

The British hold on the Eastern Megj 
terranean would not be seriously jeoparg 
ized by the existing French Fleet @. 
gaged solely in convoying the  smajj 
amount of French shipping which mighy 
be able to put to sea. The recently ¢. 
acted legislation in the United State 
which permits unlimited aid to any 
country aligned against the Axis power 
will have a direct bearing on the solutigg 
of the problem raised by Admiral Dar 
lan’s threat. 

This aid can reach the Eastern Med 
terranean theatre from the Wester 
Hemisphere via the Pacific Ocean apg 
the Suez Canal without running any great 
risks of destruction by the men-of-war of 
Germany and Italy. It is doubtful if the 
British plan to route any great amount of 
this aid via the short route through the 
Kastern Mediterranean until they have 
overcome the Nazi air and submarine 
menace which is now taking its heaviest 
toll of British shipping in the Battle of 
the Atlantic, notwithstanding that the 
Royal Navy now exceeds the number of 
vessels which were available for servic 
at the outbreak of hostilities in Septem 
ber, 1939.

sidered, as it will be necessary to change 
the personnel of these units frequently in 
order to meet the requirements for young 
and vigorous men. From a consideration 
of direct hazard only it appears that the 
risk incidental to flying would be that ap- 
plicable to any pilot or commissioned 
member of an airplane crew for which 
the additional compensation is now $750 
per year. To compensate the parachutist 
for the additional risks which he must 
take and which apply equally to all offi- 
crs and warrant officers of a parachute 
organization the War Department be- 
lieves that approximately $500 per year is 

4 reasonable amount. 

“For the reasons given it is recommend 
ed, as indicated in the proposed legisla- 
tion, that additional pay for such person- 
nel be fixed at $100 per month rather than 
a percentage of the individual’s base pay. 

“The cost of the proposed measure is 
estimated at $163,200 per year for four 
parachute battalions. As only one of these 
quits is now organized this total, for the 
fiscal year 1942, will be something less 
than the amount given. The exact cost 
for the fiscal year 1942 will depend upon 
the date the additional units start train- 
ing, Which cannot be definitely determined 
at this time. 

“This matter concerns the Marine Corps 
as well as the Army, and the proposed 
legislation has been drafted accordingly 
although no formal concurrence has been 
obtained from the Navy Department. 

“The Bureau of the Budget advises 
that there is no objection to the submis- 
sion of this proposed legislation for the 
consideration of the Congress.

The text of the bill S. 1068, as intro- 
duced by Senator Sheppard follows: 

To provide increased pay for certain mili 
tary personnel while engaged on parachute 
duty.

by the head of the department concerned as 
parachute duty, additional pay at the rate of 
00 per month.

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Army Warrant Officer Bill 

The Senate on Monday, 10 March, 
ypassed S. 162 creating the grade of chief 
warrant officer of the Army and increas- 
ing the number of warrant officers that 
amay be appointed from the present limit 
-of 600 to a figure equal to one percent of 
the authorized enlisted strength of the 
Army. The bill also authorizes the tem- 
yporary appointment of additional warrant 
officers whenever the authorized enlisted 
strength of the Army exceeds 280,000, An- 
other provision would permit selectees, 
upon completion of their year’s training, 
to take a competitive examination for ap- 
pointment as warrant officer in the vari- 
ous services. 

Senator Elbert D. Thomas, Utah, fur- 
ished the Senate a detailed explanation 
-of the warrant officer bill, which follows 
in part: 

“There is quite a distinction between the 
status of a warrant officer and a commis- 
‘sioned officer, as well as an enlisted man. A 
warrant officer is not a commissioned officer 
nor is he an enlisted man. He ranks between 
the lowest commissioned grade, second lieu- 
tenant, and the highest enlisted grade, mas- 
ter sergeant. 

“Under existing law, the pay of a warrant 
‘officer is greater than that of a master ser- 
geant, and because he has more service in 
‘tthe Army than a second lieutenant he is ac- 
corded a higher rate of pay than the second 
deutenant. 

“The essential difference between the war- 
rant officer and the commissioned officer is 
that the warrant officer is a vocationally 
trained specialist who works at his specialty 
throughout his entire career in the Army, 
whereas the commissioned officer is profes- 
sionally educated and trained to the respon- 
sibilities that accompany command and 
leadership. 

“The essential differences between the war- 
rant officer and the master sergeant are, first, 
the warrant officer is purely a career man in 
the Army. After appointment his active ser- 
vice in the Army is not terminated except 
through misconduct, inefficiency, or retire- 
ment, whereas the master sergeant, being an 
‘enlisted man, is subject to processes of dis- 
charge and reenlistment every 3 years. Sec- 
ond, the warrant officer, by reason of higher 
‘qualifications or greater experience, may be 
given increased responsibilities, and hence is 
entitled to a higher rate of pay than the 
master sergeant. 

“The passage of time alone will render 
many of the statutes relating to these ap- 
pointments inoperative. In just a very short 
time appointments to the grade of warrant 
‘officer may be made only from noncommis- 
sioned officers of the Regular Army with over 
10 years’ service. This accounts for the fact 
that the average warrant officer is 52 years of 
age, and has completed 30 years of service in 
the Army, at a time when most enlisted men 
apply for retirement from active service. Fur- 
thermore, the average warrant officer has had 
18 years of service as an enlisted man, and 
he has spent the last 10 years of his service 
in the Army as a warrant officer without any 
increase in pay, not even an increase in 
longevity pay. 

“The War Department has recognized this 
situation for some time and has continually 
sought to remedy the situation. However, 
during the past 20 years every move made by 
the War Department to improve the grade of 
warrant officer and provide him a much 
wider employment, has always met with dis- 
couragement, due to the consequent added 
cost of the national defense. Also, with no 
promotion possible for warrant officers, there 
bas been no inducment to offer for increased 
responsibilities, It has, thus far, been im- 
practicable to secure the provision of a pro- 
gram for the improvement of the warrant- 
officer grade which would not conflict with 
the program of the President or the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

“For many years I have been interested in 
the plight of the Army bandmaster. I have 
repeatedly advocated legislation which would 
improve his status. During the last session, 
the Congress saw fit to pass the Army band- 
master bill. The Presidential veto on this 
bill stated as one of the reasons for disap- 
proval, that this bill sought to provide spe- 
cial benefits for a small group of warrant 
officers in the Army, and, in fact, discrimi- 
nated against all other warrant officers in 
the Army. I must confess that after the 
many hours of labor spent in conducting 
hearings and preparing legislation for the 
Army bandmasters, it was a disappointment 
to see it disapproved, and I felt that, at the 
time we were considering this bill, we should 
have been informed as to the situation in 
regard to all other warrant officers. How- 
ever, the bill now before you is the product 
of long and serious study by the War De- 
partment. It deals with all warrant officers— 
band leaders, clerical, administrative, supply, 
and technical. No distinction is made in the 
bill in its treatment of warrant officers. If 
enacted the bill wil) enable the War Depart- 
ment to promote immediately about 260 war- 





rant officers, many of whom are band leaders, 
to the grade of chief warrant officer. These 
men have served their country for almost 
20 years without any prospect of promotion. 
Many of them have spent the last 10 years of 
their service without any prospect of increase 
in pay for length of service. For no other 
reason this bill would warrant favorable con- 
sideration. 

“However, 8S. 162 goes further than this: It 
is very comprehensive in scope and for the 
first time since the establishment of the 
grade of warrant officer it will permit the 
War Department to make the proper use of 
warrant officers, and the members of the 
Military Affairs Committee are convinced that 
its enactment will add materially to the 
efficiency of our Army. At least half of the 
number authorized will be in a_ technical 
classification, With the large amount of new 
equipment with which our Army is now being 
provided, more than ever is there a military 
need for well-trained specialists to care for 
this equipment and to train others in its 
proper use. Enactment of this legislation 
would permit the War Department to secure 
the services of many technicians needed to 
maintain tanks, airplanes, anti-aircraft artil- 
lery, armored vehicles, and trucks. Warrant 
officers will be selected principally from the 
ranks of our non-commissioned officers, How- 
ever, of the utmost importance, selectees, 
upon completion of their year’s training, will 
be given an opportunity to compete through 
examination for appointment as warrant of- 
ficer in the various services. With the pros- 
pect of a better career, additional responsi- 
bilities will be placed upon warrant officers. 
This will release commissioned officers who 
are now performing many of these duties 
and will enable them to devote their whole 
time to their primary job and responsibility 
of command and leadership. 

“In its broader aspects, the purposes of 
the bill are threefold: First, to create the 
grade of chief warrant officer in the Army, 
and, as it is a new grade in the Army, to 
provide for the pay and allowances of the 
grade, Second, to remove the present legis- 
lative restriction of 600 upon the authorized 
number of warrant officers, and thus to per- 
mit a much broader utilization of the grade. 
Third, to codify existing laws relating to 
warrant officers and to clarify them from the 
viewpoint of administration. 

“As to the pay of warrant officers, the bill 
fixes the base pay of the chief warrant offi- 
plus the monthly 


cer at $170 per month, 
allowances of the second pay period ($40 
rental, plus $18 subsistence, without de- 


pendents; $60 rental, plus $36 subsistence, 
with dependents). 

“The base pay of warrant officer (junior 
grade) remains the same as heretofore, as 
provided by existing law for the present 
warrant officer grade, that is, $148 a month, 
plus the monthly allowances of the first 
pay period ($40 rental, plus $18 subsis- 
tence), As to the number of warrant officers 
heretofore authorized and proposed by this 
measure, the present limitation of 600 is 
removed, The number to be authorized in 
the future is to be prescribed by the Presi- 
dent, presumably after budgetary considera- 
tions, but in no event shall the number ex- 
ceed 1 per cent of the enlisted strength of 
the Regular Army, as authorized by law. 

“However, the Secretary of War is author- 
ized by this bill to make temporary appoint- 
ments whenever the authorized strength of 
the Regular Army exceeds 280,000; thus, for 
an authorized strength of 375,000 enlisted 
men, the total number of warrant officers 
may be 2,800 permanent warrant officers and 
950 temporary warrant officers. This provi- 
sion of the bill is designed to avoid the crea- 
tion of an over-lairge permanent career group, 
which would have to be absorbed and which 
would create stagnation within the grade 
when the Army is subsequently returned to 
a purely peacetime basis. 

“As to promotions, promotion to the perm- 
anent grade of chief warrant officer is limited 
in number to 40 per cent of the total actual 
number of warrant officers. When the num- 
ber of warrant officers is 2,800, not more than 
1,120 may be chief warrant officers. Within 
this limitation of 40 per cent promotions will 
be made from those warrant officers (junior 
grade) who have completed 10 years’ service 
as warrant officers, Promotions will be on a 
seniority basis, subject to the usual physical 
examination, examination of efficiency rec- 
ords, and records of service. As I have pre- 
viously stated, if this measure is enacted, 
approximately 260 warrant officers (junior 
grade), including many band leaders, will be 
eligible immediately for promotion to the 
grade of chief warrant officers. 

“There is a temporary provision in this bill 
effective until 30 June 1943, which author- 
izes the Secretary of War up to that date to 
designate by name a number of permanent 
or temporary chief warrant officers not to ex- 
ceed 1 per cent of the maximum authorized 
number of warrant officers to receive the base 
pay and allowances provided by existing law 
for officers in the fourth pay period, and to 
designate by name’ an additional number of 
chief warrant officers, not exceeding 2 per 
cent of the maximum authorized number of 
warrant officers to receive the base pay and 
allowances provided by existing law for offi- 





cers in the third pay period. Under this pro- 
vision, when the strength of the Regular 
Army is 375,000 enlisted men, the Secretary of 
War would be authorized to appoint 37 chief 
warrant officers who would receive the base 
pay and allowances for officers in the fourth 
pay period, and 74 chief warrant officers who 
would receive the base pay and aliowances of 
the third pay period. The military situation 
is changing very rapidly, and the War De- 
partment foresees the possibility of a mili- 
tary need developing in the near future for 
a limited number of these additional pay 
grades. The Department plans that the posi- 
tions may be used to provide purely military 
personnel in certain positions where it is now 
necessary to provide civilian technicians 
whose pay, in a civilian capacity, ranges from 
$2,700 to $4,900 annually, depending upon 
their classification by categories. This pro- 
vision, as previously stated, is temporary in 
nature, in that the authority of the Secretary 
of War in this respect will expire 1 July 1943, 
and the Department does not desire to make 
such provisions permanent in nature until 
more experience is gained from observing the 
employment of warrant officers in positions 
of increased responsibility.” 

Amendments to the bill were suggested 
13 March in a letter from the Secretary of 
War to the Speaker of House of Repre- 
sentatives, as follows: 

“There is enclosed herewith the draft of 
four amendments to the bill, H,. R. 2281, ‘To 
strengthen the National Defense by creating 
the grade of Chief Warrant Officer in the 
Army, and for other purposes,’ which the 
War Department recommends be enacted into 
law. 

“The purpose of the proposed amendment, 
Nos. 1 to 3, inclusive, are clarifying in na- 
ture and self explanatory. Since the submis- 
sion of the bill to the Congress, the War De- 
partment has foreseen the possibility and a 
inilitary need developing in the near future 
for the temporary employment of a limited 
number of Chief Warrant Officers in positions 
of greatly increased responsibility. In the 
normal times of peace, a military establish- 
ment employs a number of technical and 
specialist personnel in a civilian capacity. 
These civilians are well qualified and receive 
in their civilian capacity rates of pay higher 
than prescribed for the Chief Warrant Officer 
grade in the present bill. A partial list of 
such positions is enclosed herewith. 

“The employment of such personnel in a 
civilian capacity in peace time is very satis- 
factory. However, the War Department is 
now faced with the task of strengthening the 
military garrison in our foreign possessions, 
and also establishing new military garrisons 
at recently acquired bases, From the point 
of view of administration and control, the 
advantages of having such garrisons purely 
military rather than part military and part 
civilian, are obvious. 

The purpose of amendment No. 4, is to pro- 
vide authority for the appointment of a very 
limited number of chief warrant officers to 
positions of responsibility for which a higher 
rate of pay is justified. The department does 
not desire to make such provisions permanent 
in nature until more experience is gained from 
observing the employment of such warrant 
officers in positions increased responsibility. 
For a regular strength of 375,000 enlisted men, 
this amendment would permit the Secretary 
of War to designate 37 chief warrant officers 
who would be assigned to positions of in- 
creased responsibility and while so assigned 
would receive the base pay and allowances 
of the fourth pay period. Likewise, the Secre- 
tary of War would be authorized to designate 
74 chief warrant officers who would receive 
the pay and allowances of the third pay 
period. 

“The rates of pay prescribed will provide 
substantial parity with those now in effect 
for the grades of chief warrant officer in the 
Navy and Marine Corps. The additional cost 
evolved in excess of that reported upon in 
the original draft of the bill is estimated to 
be approximately $56,500 in base pay. 

“The Bureau of the Budget advises that 
there is no objection to the submission of this 
report.” 

The first amendment, provides that war- 
rant officers of the Army Mine Planter 
Service in the grades of master and chief 
engineer, shall be chief warrant officer 
and shall receive the same base pay re- 
spectively as provided by existing law for 
those grades. 

Amendment number two merely pro- 
vides that permanent promotion to the 
grade of chief warrant officer may be 
made. 

Amendment number three would pro- 
vide an increase of 50 per cent in pay for 
warrant officers required to participate 
regularly and frequently in aerial flights. 

The fourth amendment is explained in 
the letter and permits the Secretary of 
War to name a number not exceeding 1 
per cent of the maximum number of war- 
rant officers to receive the base pay and 
allowances of the fourth pay period, for

Report Navy Supply Bill 

The House Committee on Appropria- 
tions this week presented the Navy ap- 
propriation bill for the fiscal year 1942 
“providing for $3,415,457,250 in direct ap- 
propriations and $31,127,894 in contrac- 
tual authority. The bill appropriates 
about $4,000,000 less than budget esti- 
mates and cuts more than $155,000,000 
from the contractual authority sought in 
the estimates, but is still more than $225,- 
000,000 higher than appropriations made 
for the Navy thus far in 1941. 

The proposed appropriations are in- 
tended for the following general objects, 
in round figures : $475,000,000 for person- 
nel, including pay, subsistence, clothing, 
transportation, education, training, and 
medical care; $433,000,000 for mainte- 
nance and operation of the fleet, includ- 
ing incidental shore expenses; $434,000,- 
000 for aviation, exclusive of personnel ; 
$1,515,000,000 for new ships; $73,000,000 
for the Marine Corps; $142,000,000 for 
alterations to vessels; $331,000,000 for 
public works, including new construction 
and maintenance; $4,700,000 for miscel- 
laneous naval expenses, and $6,400,000 for 
Navy Department salaries and expenses. 

Provision is made for an increase in 
naval enlisted strength from 232,000 to 
258,000, although the report accompany- 
ing the bill states that the average num- 
ber of the year probably will be only 245,- 
000. The maximum number estimated by 
the report will be composed of 205,000 
Regulars, 1,000 retired men, 8,000 Fleet 
Reservists, and 44,000 Reserves of other 
eategories. It is expected that the com- 
missioned officer strength on active duty, 
including commissioned warrant and 
warrant officers, will reach a total of 26,- 
120, made up of 12,160 Regulars, 2,018 re- 
tired officers and 11,947 from the Naval 
Reserve. 

Officer Personnel 

In connection with the officer person- 
nel, the report says: “While many of the 
present total number of officers are re- 
sponsive to the demands of the existing 
emergency, a force of approximately such 
proportions will need to be maintained 
when the large shipbuilding program has 
been completed and its aviation comple- 
ment is available. The Department has 
in contemplation, subject to authoriza- 
tion, meeting this permanent need by 
building up a force of around 13,000 Reg- 
ulars and making up the deficit by utiliz- 
ing short-term Reserve officers. The 
thought is to get the Regulars over a span 
of years from Annapolis, by annually 
commissioning a few Naval Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps graduates, and by 
inducting into the Regular Navy each 
year over an 8- or 10-year period a num- 
ber of Reserve aviation officers. The de- 
mands of Regular naval aviation consti- 
tute a large portion of the 13,000 
Regulars.” 

The report adds that the Department 
plans to give one year of temporary active 
duty with the fleet to 500 Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps graduates hold- 
ing Reserve commissions; to continue the 
Naval Reserve midshipmen training pro- 
gram, consisting of a 30-day cruise, fol- 
lowed by a 90-day school course, and then 
a commission as ensign in the Naval Re- 
serve; to expand from 5,998 to 9,809 the 
number of student pilots to be given one 
month’s elimination flight training, and 
to increase from 985 to 3,544 the monthly 
average number of aviation cadet 
trainees. 

During hearings on the bill, the com- 
mittee was told by Rear Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, of steps being taken to build up 
officer personnel. He said: 

“The officer personnel has been inadequate 
in number although capable in ability, to 
meet the needs of the growing fleet. The 
authorized strength of commissioned line offi- 
cers is 7,562 (5% per cent of the authorized 
enlisted strength of 137,485). On 30 September 
1940, there were 7,111 regular line officers on 
the active list. There is a total requirement 
for the line of 14,919 for the vessels listed in 
the proposed operating force plan dated 4 
October 1940 and the shore enlistment for 
fiscal year 1942. This shortage will be pro 
gressively reduced by the graduation of suc- 
cessive Naval Academy classes, the employ- 
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ment of Naval Reserve officers and retired 
officers on active duty and by the induction 
into the line of the Regular Navy certain 
members of the Aviation Reserve and N. R. O. 
T. C. graduates.” 

Naval Reserve 

The need for training the Naval Re- 
serve was emphasized by Admiral Nimitz, 
in which connection he said: 

“A Naval Reserve Act was passed in 1938 to 
increase the strength and efficiency of the 
Naval Reserve. This act states that its pur- 
pose and intent, subject to annual appropria- 
tions, is that the Naval Reserve shall be ad- 
ministered with the definite objective of reach- 
ing the required numerical strength of train- 
ing of qualified officers and enlisted men in 
the various classes thereof, in not less than 
10 years. On 22 Oct. 1940, steps were taken to 
bring all 149 organized divisions and 18 
squadrons to full strength. Subsequently, oll 
18 squadrons, 35 local defense divisions and 
60 fleet divisions were placed on active duty 
or notified of the pending active duty. This 
leaves 54 fleet divisions to be progressively 
mobilized during the fiscal year 1942. 

“Several training projects for volunteers 
will be continued through the fiscal year 1942. 
Seven thousand four hundred Reserve mid- 
shipmen, 1,500 officers, and 3,771 aviation 
cadets will be trained and commissioned in 
the Naval Reserve during the year. 

“The estimates I am now justifying are 
based on the condition which existed at the 
time the estimates were made. The estimates 
are based on the operating force plan as pre- 
pared by the Chief of Naval Operations and 
approved by the Secretary. Since these esti- 
mates were prepared there has been a speed- 
ing up of the aviation training program, and 
some 280 ships of various sizes, not included 
in the original estimates, have been included 
in the revised operating plan for the fiscal 
year 1942, all of which will require at some 
time the submission of supplemental esti- 
mates, 

“Also, in order that officers of the Merchant 
Marine Reserve may be properly instructed in 
such subjects as Navy regulations and pro- 
cedure, steaming-in in formation, signals, and 
other forms of Navy communications, they 
should be given occasional periods of training 
with the Fleet or at training centers for the 
Merchant Marine Reserve.” 

Airplane pilot training is growing rap- 
idly the committee was told by Capt. Ezra 
B. Allen, Budget Officer, who stated that 
the pilot training course had been short- 
ened from 12 to 7 months in the interest 
of turning out the maximum number of 
the pilots in the shortest feasible time. 
He said: 

“On 1 July 1940, the Navy had on active 
duty 3,059 pilots. On 1 Feb, 1941, there were 
3,708 pilots on active duty, an increase of 644, 
which includes 120 Reserves recalled to ac- 
tive service and 524 graduates from training. 
It is estimated that there will be available on 
1 July 1941, 4,250 aviators and 3,350 students 
in training; 1 July 1942, 9,300 aviators and 
5,056 students in training. 

“The naval air station, Pensacola, which 
was entering 100 students a month in June, 
1940, has now an entrance rate of 250 and will 
be up to 300 by 1 July 1941. 

“The naval air station, Miami, took over 
advanced carrier training on 1 Oct. 1940, 

“The naval air station, Jacksonville, began 
student training on 2 Jan. 1941, and has a 
present monthly entrance rate of 75, and will 
reach an entry rate at full capacity contem- 
plated of 200 by 1 July 1941, 

“The naval air station, Corpus Christi, 
originally scheduled to begin training in July, 
1941, will begin training on 1 April 1941, and 
will have an entry rate of 300 by July, 1941. 

“In order to accelerate the program all 
training stations are now on a daylight-te- 
dark, 6-day-week training status, with the 
training syllabus readjusted to meet the pilot 
demands of the present emergency. 

“The naval air station, Miami, has been 
commissioned as an advanced flight-training 
school and is at present training all advenced 
students in carrier-based types who receive 
their basic training at Pensacola.” 

Need 10,000 Pilots 

With reference to naval aviation, Ad- 
miral Nimitz told the committee the Navy 
believes that 10,000 aviation officers will 
be required to man the treaty Navy, of 
which about 4,200 should be in the Regular 
Navy and the remainder Reserve officers. 
He said: 

“The 4,200 regular officers that we need we 
eannot get entirely from the Naval Academy. 
We need to induct into the regular Navy each 
year, for about 10 years—S8 to 10 years—about 
2370 Reserve aviation officers in order to build 
up to 4,200 regular officers. Those Reserves 
whom we induct into the Regular Navy we 
plan to send to the postgraduate school for a 
1-year course, as soon as their services can be 
spared from the aeronautical organization, 
with the idea of better fitting those officers in 
later years in selection for promotion.” 

The huge appropriation for new ships 
will provide for the construction of 729 
vessels including 17 battleships and 12 air- 








craft carriers, none of which will be com- 
pleted in 1942 ; 54 cruisers, of which 2 will 
be completed in 1942; 216 destroyers of 
which 14 will be completed in 1942; 84 
submarines, of which 8 will be completed 
in 1942; 78 auxiliaries of which 4 will be 
completed in 1942, and 159 small craft 
and 109 patrol craft, none of which will 
be completed in 1942. In connection with 
the shipbuilding program, the committee 
report states: “There will still remain to 
be appropriated, discounting unforseeable 
contingencies, $5,553,976,000, to be spread 
over the fiscal years 1943 to 1946, both in- 
clusive.” 

Rear Adm. 8S. M. Robinson, Chief of the 
Bureau of Ships, told the committee that 
these expenditures have been tentatively 
allocated as follows ; 1943, $1,950,000,000 ; 
1944, $1,700,000,000; 1945, $1,150,000,000, 
and 1946 and later, $733,976,322. Captain 
Allen added that “the Navy expects to 
obligate a total, approximately, of $8,819,- 
468,999 for the current year.” He said all 
the tonnage authorized by Congress has 
been contracted for. 

Marine Corps 

The appropriation for Marine Corps pay 
provides for 3,650 commissioned officers, 
250 commissioned warrant and warrant 
officers, 550 aviation cadets and 46,080 
enlisted men. Maj. Gen. Thomas Hol- 
comb, commandant of the Marine Corps, 
told the committee that it was expected 
the Marine Corps would number 102,000 
by 30 June 1942 which would be an in- 
crease of about 100 per cent. The total 
appropriation for Marine Corps pay for 
1942 is $48,364,828, which is an increase 
of $17,210,170 over last year, the major 
portion of which is due to increase in 
average pay strength of 9,100 enlisted 
men, increase in number of commissioned 
otficers, mobilization of the Marine Corps 
Reserve, and normal mandatory increases, 

The appropriation for naval aviation 
follows the budget estimates to be em- 
ployed generally as follows: Construction 
of aircraft, $350,372,000; maintenance 
and operation of aircraft, air stations, 
and aviation installations aboard ship, 
$71,972,400; experiments, $9,500,000, and 
replacement and maintenance of instru- 
ments, $2,705,000. All except $372,000 of 
the amount set up for new aircraft is for 
making payments for planes being pro- 
cured under contractual authority already 
granted. The committee report states 
that an additional $150,000,000 will need 
to be provided later. 

Rear Adm. John H. Towers, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, told the committee 
that the Navy’s immediate objective is a 
force of 10,000 airplanes, but will go up 
as the surface Navy increases. About 
one-fourth of the planes are for training 
purposes, and the remaining are combat 
planes, which include observation planes, 

lor alterations to naval vessels, the ap- 
propriations bill provides $142,000,000, 
plus $150,000,000 of contractual authority. 
All of the work embraced by the proposed 
appropriation has been authorized or in- 
itially appropriated. The total estimated 
cost is $548,160,000, of which $190,412,000 
has been made available to date. The 
projects embrace modernization of the 
aircraft carriers Lexington and Saratoga; 
reengining three submarines, major re- 
pairs to five electic-drive battleships, ele- 
vation of guns on three battleships, im- 
prove antiaircraft defense of combatant 
and auxiliary vessels, acquisition and 
conversion of auxiliaries, and degaussing 
and other defense installations on Gov- 
ernment or privately owned vessels, 





Commission USS Ericsson 

Another fighting craft joined the Navy 
13 March, when the USS Ericsson, a new 
destroyer, was placed in commission at 
the Navy Yard, N. Y. The Ericsson is 
named in honor of John Ericsson, the in- 
ventor, who designed and built the famous 
“Monitor” during the Civil War. 

The John Ericsson Society has pre- 
sented to the ship, through its Command- 
ing Officer, Lt. Comdr. G. B. Sage, USN, 
a plaque to be installed in the wardroom 
of the ship. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
announced that the destroyer Ericsson 
was commissioned, approximately five 
months ahead of schedule. The original 
completion date of the destroyer was 15 
August. 
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Army Warrant Officer Bill 


The Senate on Monday, 10 March, 
wpassed S. 162 creating the grade of chief 
warrant officer of the Army and increas- 
ing the number of warrant officers that 
“may be appointed from the present limit 
-of 600 to a figure equal to one percent of 
the authorized enlisted strength of the 
Army. The bill also authorizes the tem- 
sporary appointment of additional warrant 
officers whenever the authorized enlisted 
strength of the Army exceeds 280,000. An- 
other provision would permit selectees, 
upon completion of their year’s training, 
to take a competitive examination for ap- 
\pointment as warrant officer in the vari- 
ous services. 

Senator Elbert D. Thomas, Utah, fur- 
nished the Senate a detailed explanation 
-of the warrant officer bill, which follows 
in part: 

“There is quite a distinction between the 
status of a warrant officer and a commis- 
‘sioned officer, as well as an enlisted man. A 
warrant officer is not a commissioned officer 
nor is he an enlisted man. He ranks between 
the lowest commissioned grade, second lieu- 
tenant, and the highest enlisted grade, mas- 
ter sergeant. 

“Under existing law, the pay of a warrant 
officer is greater than that of a master ser- 
geant, and because he has more service in 
the Army than a second lieutenant he is ac- 
corded a higher rate of pay than the second 
teutenant. 

“The essential difference between the war- 
rant officer and the commissioned officer is 
that the warrant officer is a vocationally 
trained specialist who works at his specialty 
throughout his entire career in the Army, 
whereas the commissioned officer is profes- 
sionally educated and trained to the respon- 
sibilities that accompany command and 
leadership. 

“The essential differences between the war- 
rant officer and the master sergeant are, first, 
the warrant officer is purely a career man in 
the Army. After appointment his active ser- 
vice in the Army is not terminated except 
through misconduct, inefficiency, or retire- 
ment, whereas the master sergeant, being an 
‘enlisted man, is subject to processes of dis- 
charge and reenlistment every 3 years. Sec- 
ond, the warrant officer, by reason of higher 
‘qualifications or greater experience, may be 
given increased responsibilities, and hence is 
entitled to a higher rate of pay than the 
master sergeant. 

“The passage of time alone will render 
many of the statutes relating to these ap- 
pointments inoperative. In just a very short 
time appointments to the grade of warrant 
officer may be made only from noncommis- 
sioned officers of the Regular Army with over 
10 years’ service. This accounts for the fact 
that the average warrant officer is 52 years of 
age, and has completed 30 years of service in 
the Army, at a time when most enlisted men 
apply for retirement from active service. Fur- 
thermore, the average warrant officer has had 
18 years of service as an enlisted man, and 
he has spent the last 10 years of his service 
in the Army as a warrant officer without any 
increase in pay, not even an increase in 
longevity pay. 

“The War Department has recognized this 
situation for some time and has continually 
sought to remedy the situation. However, 
during the past 20 years every move made by 
the War Department to improve the grade of 
warrant officer and provide him a much 
wider employment, has always met with dis- 
couragement, due to the consequent added 
cost of the national defense. Also, with no 
promotion possible for warrant officers, there 
bas been no inducment to offer for increased 
responsibilities. It has, thus far, been im- 
practicable to secure the provision of a pro- 
gram for the improvement of the warrant- 
officer grade which would not conflict with 
the program of the President or the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

“For many years I have been interested in 
the plight of the Army bandmaster. I have 
repeatedly advocated legislation which would 
improve his status. During the last session, 
the Congress saw fit to pass the Army band- 
master bill. The Presidential veto on this 
bill stated as one of the reasons for disap- 
proval, that this bill sought to provide spe- 
cial benefits for a smal) group of warrant 
officers in the Army, and, in fact, discrimi- 
nated against all other warrant officers in 
the Army. I must confess that after the 
many hours of labor spent in conducting 
hearings and preparing legislation for the 
Army bandmasters, it was a disappointment 
to see it disapproved, and I felt that, at the 
time we were considering this bill, we should 
have been informed as to the situation in 
regard to all other warrant officers. How- 
ever, the bill now before you is the product 
of long and serious study by the War De- 
partment. It deals with all warrant officers— 
band leaders, clerical, administrative, supply, 
and technical. No distinction is made in the 
bill in its treatment of warrant officers. If 
enacted the bill will enable the War Depart- 
ment to promote immediately about 260 war- 





rant officers, many of whom are band leaders, 
to the grade of chief warrant officer. These 
men have served their country for almost 
20 years without any prospect of promotion. 
Many of them have spent the last 10 years of 
their service without any prospect of increase 
in pay for length of service. For no other 
reason this bill would warrant favorable con- 
sideration. 

“However, 8S. 162 goes further than this: It 
is very comprehensive in scope and for the 
first time since the establishment of the 
grade of warrant officer it will permit the 
War Department to make the proper use of 
warrant officers, and the members of the 
Military Affairs Committee are convinced that 
its enactment will add materially to the 
efficiency of our Army. At least half of the 
number authorized will be in a_ technical 
classification, With the large amount of new 
equipment with which our Army is now being 
provided, more than ever is there a military 
need for well-trained specialists to care for 
this equipment and to train others in its 
proper use. Enactment of this legislation 
would permit the War Department to secure 
the services of many techniclang needed to 
maintain tanks, airplanes, anti-aircraft artil- 
lery, armored vehicles, and trucks. Warrant 
officers will be selected principally from the 
ranks of our non-commissioned officers. How- 
ever, of the utmost importance, selectees, 
upon completion of their year's training, will 
be given an opportunity to compete through 
examination for appointment as warrant of- 
ficer in the various services. With the pros- 
pect of a better career, additional responsi- 
bilities will be placed upon warrant officers. 
This will release commissioned officers who 
are now performing many of these duties 
and will enable them to devote their whole 
time to their primary job and responsibility 
of command and leadership. 

“In its broader aspects, the purposes of 
the bill are threefold: First, to create the 
grade of chief warrant officer in the Army, 
and, as it is a new grade in the Army, to 
provide for the pay and allowances of the 
grade, Second, to remove the present legis- 
lative restriction of 600 upon the authorized 
number of warrant officers, and thus to per- 
mit a much broader utilization of the grade. 
Third, to codify existing laws relating to 
warrant officers and to clarify them from the 
viewpoint of administration. 

“As to the pay of warrant officers, the bill 
fixes the base pay of the chief warrant offi- 
cer at $170 per month, plus the monthly 
allowances of the second pay period ($40 
rental, plus $18 subsistence, without de- 
pendents; $60 rental, plus $36 subsistence, 
with dependents). 

“The base pay of warrant officer (junior 
grade) remains the same as heretofore, as 
provided by existing law for the present 
warrant officer grade, that is, $148 a month, 
plus the monthly allowances of the first 
pay period ($40 rental, plus $18 subsis- 
tence). As to the number of warrant officers 
heretofore authorized and proposed by this 
measure, the present limitation of 600 is 
removed. The number to be authorized in 
the future is to be prescribed by the Presi- 
dent, presumably after budgetary considera- 
tions, but in no event shall the number ex- 
ceed 1 per cent of the enlisted strength of 
the Regular Army, as authorized by law. 

“However, the Secretary of War is author- 
ized by this bill to make temporary appoint- 
ments whenever the authorized strength of 
the Regular Army exceeds 280,000; thus, for 
an authorized strength of 375,000 enlisted 
men, the total number of warrant officers 
may be 2,800 permanent warrant officers and 
950 temporary warrant officers. This provi- 
sion of the bill is designed to avoid the crea- 
tion of an over-lirge permanent career group, 
which would have to be absorbed and which 
would create stagnation within the grade 
when the Army is subsequently returned to 
a purely peacetime basis. 

“As to promotions, promotion to the perm- 
anent grade of chief warrant officer is limited 
in number to 40 per cent of the total actual 
number of warrant officers. When the num- 
ber of warrant officers is 2,800, not more than 
1,120 may be chief warrant officers. Within 
this limitation of 40 per cent promotions will 
be made from those warrant officers (junior 
grade) who have completed 10 years’ service 
as warrant officers, Promotions will be on a 
seniority basis, subject to the usual physical 
examination, examination of efficiency rec- 
ords, and records of service. As I have pre- 
viously stated, if this measure is enacted, 
approximately 260 warrant officers (junior 
grade), including many band leaders, will be 
eligible immediately for promotion to the 
grade of chief warrant officers. 

“There is a temporary provision in this bill 
effective until 30 June 1948, which author- 
izes the Secretary of War up to that date to 
designate by name a number of permanent 
or temporary chief warrant officers not to ex- 
ceed 1 per cent of the maximum authorized 
number of warrant officers to receive the base 
pay and allowances provided by existing law 
for officers in the fourth pay period, and to 
designate by name an additional number of 
chief warrant officers, not exceeding 2 per 
cent of the maximum authorized number of 
warrant officers to receive the base pay and 
allowances provided by existing law for offi- 





cers in the third pay period. Under this pro- 
vision, when the strength of the Regular 
Army is 375,000 enlisted men, the Secretary of 
War would be authorized to appoint 37 chief 
warrant officers who would receive the base 
pay and allowances for officers in the fourth 
pay period, and 74 chief warrant officers who 
would receive the base pay and allowances of 
the third pay period. The military situation 
is changing very rapidly, and the War De- 
partment foresees the possibility of a mili- 
tary need developing in the near future for 
a limited number of these additional pay 
grades. The Department plans that the posi- 
tions may be used to provide purely military 
personnel in certain positions where it is now 
necessary to provide civilian technicians 
whose pay, in a civilian capacity, ranges from 
$2,700 to $4,900 annually, depending upon 
their classification by categories. This pro- 
vision, as previously stated, is temporary in 
nature, in that the authority of the Secretary 
of War in this respect will expire 1 July 1943, 
and the Department does not desire to make 
such provisions permanent in nature until 
more experience is gained from observing the 
employment of warrant officers in positions 
of increased responsibility.” 

Amendments to the bill were suggested 
13 March in a letter from the Secretary of 
War to the Speaker of House of Repre- 
sentatives, as follows: 

“There is enclosed herewith the draft of 
four amendments to the bill, H. R, 2281, ‘To 
strengthen the National Defense by creating 
the grade of Chief Warrant Officer in the 
Army, and for other purposes,’ which the 
War Department recommends be enacted into 
law. 

“The purpose of the proposed amendment, 
Nos, 1 to 3, inclusive, are clarifying in na- 
ture and self explanatory. Since the submis- 
sion of the bill to the Congress, the War De- 
partment has foreseen the possibility and a 
inilitary need developing in the near future 
for the temporary employment of a limited 
number of Chief Warrant Officers in positions 
of greatly increased responsibility. In the 
normal times of peace, a military establish- 
ment employs a number of technical and 
specialist personnel in a civilian capacity. 
These civilians are well qualified and receive 
in their civilian capacity rates of pay higher 
than prescribed for the Chief Warrant Officer 
grade in the present bill. A partial list of 
such positions is enclosed herewith. 

“The employment of such personnel in a 
civilian capacity in peace time is very satis- 
factory. However, the War Department is 
now faced with the task of strengthening the 
military garrison in our foreign possessions, 
and also establishing new military garrisons 
at recently acquired bases. From the point 
of view of administration and control, the 
advantages of having such garrisons purely 
military rather than part military and part 
civillan, are obvious. 

The purpose of amendment No. 4, is to pro- 
vide authority for the appointment of a very 
limited number of chief warrant officers to 
positions of responsibility for which a higher 
rate of pay is justified. The department does 
not desire to make such provisions permanent 
in nature until more experience is gained from 
observing the employment of such warrant 
officers in positions increased responsibility. 
For a regular strength of 375,000 enlisted men, 
this amendment would permit the Secretary 
of War to designate 37 chief warrant officers 
who would be assigned to positions of in- 
creased responsibility and while so assigned 
would receive the base pay and allowances 
of the fourth pay period. Likewise, the Secre- 
tary of War would be authorized to designate 
74 chief warrant officers who would receive 
the pay and allowances of the third pay 
period. 

“The rates of pay prescribed will provide 
substantial parity with those now in effect 
for the grades of chief warrant officer in the 
Navy and Marine Corps. The additional cost 
evolved in excess of that reported upon in 
the original draft of the bill is estimated to 
be approximately $56,500 in base pay. 

“The Bureau of the Budget advises that 
there is no objection to the submission of this 
report.” 

The first amendment, provides that war- 
rant officers of the Army Mine Planter 
Service in the grades of master and chief 
engineer, shall be chief warrant officer 
and shall receive the same base pay re- 
spectively as provided by existing law for 
those grades. 

Amendment number two merely pro- 
vides that permanent promotion to the 
grade of chief warrant officer may be 
made. 

Amendment number three would pro- 
vide an increase of 50 per cent in pay for 
warrant officers required to participate 
regularly and frequently in aerial flights. 

The fourth amendment is explained in 
the letter and permits the Secretary of 
War to name a number not exceeding 1 
per cent of the maximum number of war- 
rant officers to receive the base pay and 
allowances of the fourth pay period, for

Under this amendment chief warray 
officers of the fourth pay period wit 
dependents would receive base pay of $3. 
000 and allowances of $1,848, to make, 
total of $4,848. Without dependents 4). 
lowances are $396 with the same base pay 
on a total of $3,396.

Report Navy Supply Bill 

The House Committee on Appropria- 
tions this week presented the Navy ap- 
propriation bill for the fiscal year 1942 
“providing for $3,415,457,250 in direct ap- 
propriations and $31,127,894 in contrac- 
tual authority. The bill appropriates 
about $4,000,000 less than budget esti- 
mates and cuts more than $155,000,000 
from the contractual authority sought in 
the estimates, but is still more than $225,- 
000,000 higher than appropriations made 
for the Navy thus far in 1941. 

The proposed appropriations are in- 
tended for the following general objects, 
in round figures : $475,000,000 for person- 
nel, including pay, subsistence, clothing, 
transportation, education, training, and 
medical care; $433,000,000 for mainte- 
nance and operation of the fleet, includ- 
ing incidental shore expenses ; $434,000,- 
000 for aviation, exclusive of personnel ; 
$1,515,000,000 for new ships; $73,000,000 
for the Marine Corps; $142,000,000 for 
alterations to vessels; $331,000,000 for 
public works, including new construction 
and maintenance; $4,700,000 for miscel- 
laneous naval expenses, and $6,400,000 for 
Navy Department salaries and expenses. 

Provision is made for an increase in 
naval enlisted strength from 232,000 to 
258,000, although the report accompany- 
ing the bill states that the average num- 
ber of the year probably will be only 245,- 
000. The maximum number estimated by 
the report will be composed of 205,000 
Regulars, 1,000 retired men, 8,000 Fleet 
Reservists, and 44,000 Reserves of other 
eategories. It is expected that the com- 
missioned officer strength on active duty, 
including commissioned warrant and 
warrant officers, will reach a total of 26,- 
120, made up of 12,160 Regulars, 2,013 re- 
tired officers and 11,947 from the Naval 
Reserve. 

Officer Personnel 

In connection with the officer person- 
nel, the report says: “While many of the 
present total number of officers are re- 
sponsive to the demands of the existing 
emergency, a force of approximately such 
proportions will need to be maintained 
when the large shipbuilding program has 
been completed and its aviation comple- 
ment is available. The Department has 
in contemplation, subject to authoriza- 
tion, meeting this permanent need by 
building up a force of around 13,000 Reg- 
ulars and making up the deficit by utiliz- 
ing short-term Reserve officers. The 
thought is to get the Regulars over a span 
of years from Annapolis, by annually 
commissioning a few Naval Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps graduates, and by 
inducting into the Regular Navy each 
year over an 8- or 10-year period a num- 
ber of Reserve aviation officers. The de- 
mands of Regular naval aviation consti- 
tute a large portion of the 13,000 
Regulars.” 

The report adds that the Department 
plans to give one year of temporary active 
duty with the fleet to 500 Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps graduates hold- 
ing Reserve commissions ; to continue the 
Naval Reserve midshipmen training pro- 
gram, consisting of a 30-day cruise, fol- 
lowed by a 90-day school course, and then 
a commission as ensign in the Naval Re- 
serve; to expand from 5,998 to 9,809 the 
number of student pilots to be given one 
month’s elimination flight training, and 
to increase from 985 to 3,544 the monthly 
average number of aviation cadet 
trainees. 

During hearings on the bill, the com- 
mittee was told by Rear Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, of steps being taken to build up 
officer personnel. He said: 

“The officer personnel has been inadequate 
in number although capable in ability, to 
meet the needs of the growing fleet. The 
authorized strength of commissioned line offi- 
cers is 7,562 (5% per cent of the authorized 
enlisted strength of 137,485). On 30 September 
1940, there were 7,111 regular line officers on 
the active list. There is a total requirement 
for the line of 14,919 for the vessels listed in 
the proposed operating force plan dated 4 
October 1940 and the shore enlistment for 
fiscal year 1942. This shortage will be pro- 
gressively reduced by the graduation of suc- 
cessive Naval Academy classes, the employ- 
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ment of Naval Reserve officers and retired 
officers on active duty and by the induction 
into the line of the Regular Navy certain 
members of the Aviation Reserve and N. R. O. 
T. C. graduates.” 

Naval Reserve 

The need for training the Naval Re- 
serve was emphasized by Admiral Nimitz, 
in which connection he said: 

“A Naval Reserve Act was passed in 1938 to 
increase the strength and efficiency of the 
Naval Reserve. This act states that its pur- 
pose and intent, subject to annual appropria- 
tions, is that the Naval Reserve shall be ad- 
ministered with the definite objective of reach- 
ing the required numerical strength of train- 
ing of qualified officers and enlisted men in 
the various classes thereof, in not less than 
10 years. On 22 Oct. 1940, steps were taken to 
bring all 149 organized divisions and 18 
squadrons to full strength. Subsequently, oll 
18 squadrons, 35 local defense divisions and 
60 fleet divisions were placed on active duty 
or notified of the pending active duty. This 
leaves 54 fleet divisions to be progressively 
mobilized during the fiscal year 1942. 

“Several training projects for volunteers 
will be continued through the fiscal year 1942. 
Seven thousand four hundred Reserve mid- 
shipmen, 1,500 officers, and 3,771 aviation 
cadets will be trained and commissioned in 
the Naval Reserve during the year. 

“The estimates I am now justifying are 
based on the condition which existed at the 
time the estimates were made. The estimates 
are based on the operating force plan as pre- 
pared by the Chief of Naval Operations and 
approved by the Secretary. Since these esti- 
mates were prepared there has been a speed- 
ing up of the aviation training program, and 
some 280 ships of various sizes, not included 
in the original estimates, have been included 
in the revised operating plan for the fiscal 
year 1942, all of which will require at some 
time the submission of supplemental esti- 
mates, 

“Also, in order that officers of the Merchant 
Marine Reserve may be properly instructed in 
such subjects as Navy regulations and pro- 
cedure, steaming-in in formation, signals, and 
other forms of Navy communications, they 
should be given occasional periods of training 
with the Fleet or at training centers for the 
Merchant Marine Reserve.” 

Airplane pilot training is growing rap- 
idly the committee was told by Capt. Ezra 
B. Allen, Budget Officer, who stated that 
the pilot training course had been short- 
ened from 12 to 7 months in the interest 
of turning out the maximum number of 
the pilots in the shortest feasible time. 
He said: 

“On 1 July 1940, the Navy had on active 
duty 3,059 pilots. On 1 Feb. 1941, there were 
3,703 pilots on active duty, an increase of 644, 
which includes 120 Reserves recalled to ac- 
tive service and 524 graduates from training. 
It is estimated that there will be available on 
1 July 1941, 4,250 aviators and 3,359 students 
in training; 1 July 1942, 9,300 aviators and 
5,056 students in training. 

“The naval air station, Pensacola, which 
was entering 100 students a month in June, 
1940, has now an entrance rate of 250 and will 
be up to 300 by 1 July 1941. 

“The naval air station, Miami, took over 
advanced carrier training on 1 Oct. 1940. 

“The naval air station, Jacksonville, began 
student training on 2 Jan. 1941, and has a 
present monthly entrance rate of 75, and will 
reach an entry rate at full capacity contem- 
plated of 200 by 1 July 1941. 

“The naval air station, Corpus Christi, 
originally scheduled to begin training in July, 
1941, will begin training on 1 April 1941, and 
will have an entry rate of 300 by July, 1941. 

“In order to accelerate the program all 
training stations are now on a daylight-te- 
dark, 6-day-week training status, with the 
training syllabus readjusted to meet the pilot 
demands of the present emergency. 

“The naval air station, Miami, has been 
commissioned as an advanced flight-training 
school and is at present training all advenced 
students in carrier-based types who receive 
their basic training at Pensacola.” 

Need 10,000 Pilots 

With reference to naval aviation, Ad- 
miral Nimitz told the committee the Navy 
believes that 10,000 aviation officers will 
be required to man the treaty Navy, of 
which about 4,200 should be in the Regular 
Navy and the remainder Reserve officers. 
He said: 

“The 4,200 regular officers that we need we 
cannot get entirely from the Naval Academy, 
We need to induct into the regular Navy each 
year, for about 10 years—S to 10 years—about 
370 Reserve aviation officers in order to build 
up to 4,200 regular officers. Those Reserves 
whom we induct into the Regular Navy we 
plan to send to the postgraduate school for a 
1-year course, as soon as their services can be 
spared from the aeronautical organization, 
with the idea of better fitting those officers in 
later years in selection for promotion.” 

The huge appropriation for new ships 
will provide for the construction of 729 
vessels including 17 battleships and 12 air- 
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craft carriers, none of which will be com- 
pleted in 1942 ; 54 cruisers, of which 2 will 
be completed in 1942; 216 destroyers of 
which 14 will be completed in 1942; 84 
submarines, of which 8 will be completed 
in 1942; 78 auxiliaries of which 4 will be 
completed in 1942, and 159 small craft 
and 109 patrol craft, none of which will 
be completed in 1942. In connection with 
the shipbuilding program, the committee 
report states: “There will still remain to 
be appropriated, discounting unforseeable 
contingencies, $5,553,976,000, to be spread 
over the fiscal years 1943 to 1946, both in- 
clusive.” 

Rear Adm. 8. M. Robinson, Chief of the 
Bureau of Ships, told the committee that 
these expenditures have been tentatively 
allocated as follows ; 1943, $1,950,000,000; 
1944, $1,700,000,000; 1945, $1,150,000,000, 
and 1946 and later, $733,976,322. Captain 
Allen added that “the Navy expects to 
obligate a total, approximately, of $8,819,- 
468,999 for the current year.” He said all 
the tonnage authorized by Congress has 
been contracted for. 

Marine Corps 

The appropriation for Marine Corps pay 
provides for 3,650 commissioned officers, 
250 commissioned warrant and warrant 
officers, 550 aviation cadets and 46,080 
enlisted men. Maj. Gen. Thomas Hol- 
comb, commandant of the Marine Corps, 
told the committee that it was expected 
the Marine Corps would number 102,000 
by 30 June 1942 which would be an in- 
crease of about 100 per cent. The total 
appropriation for Marine Corps pay for 
1942 is $48,364,828, which is an increase 
of $17,210,170 over last year, the major 
portion of which is due to increase in 
average pay strength of 9,100 enlisted 
men, increase in number of commissioned 
otficers, mobilization of the Marine Corps 
Reserve, and normal mandatory increases, 

The appropriation for naval aviation 
follows the budget estimates to be em- 
ployed generally as follows: Construction 
of aircraft, $350,372,000; maintenance 
and operation of aircraft, air stations, 
and aviation installations aboard ship, 
$71,972,400; experiments, $9,500,000, and 
replacement and maintenance of instru- 
ments, $2,705,000. All except $372,000 of 
the amount set up for new aircraft is for 
making payments for planes being pro- 
cured under contractual authority already 
granted. The committee report states 
that an additional $150,000,000 will need 
to be provided later. 

Rear Adm. John H. Towers, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, told the committee 
that the Navy’s immediate objective is a 
force of 10,000 airplanes, but will go up 
as the surface Navy increases. About 
one-fourth of the planes are for training 
purposes, and the remaining are combat 
planes, which include observation planes. 

For alterations to naval vessels, the ap- 
propriations bill provides $142,000,000, 
plus $150,000,000 of contractual authority. 
All of the work embraced by the proposed 
appropriation has been authorized or in- 
itially appropriated. The total estimated 
cost is $548,160,000, of which $190,412,000 
has been made available to date. The 
projects embrace modernization of the 
aircraft carriers Lexington and Saratoga; 
reengining three submarines, major re- 
pairs to five electic-drive battleships, ele- 
vation of guns on three battleships, im- 
prove antiaircraft defense of combatant 
and auxiliary vessels, acquisition and 
conversion of auxiliaries, and degaussing 
and other defense installations on Gov- 
ernment or privately owned vessels. 





Commission USS Ericsson 

Another fighting craft joined the Navy 
13 March, when the USS Ericsson, a new 
destroyer, was placed in commission at 
the Navy Yard, N. Y. The Ericsson is 
named in honor of John Ericsson, the in- 
ventor, who designed and built the famous 
“Monitor” during the Civil War. 

The John Ericsson Society has pre- 
sented to the ship, through its Command- 
ing Officer, Lt. Comdr. G. B. Sage, USN, 
a plaque to be installed in the wardroom 
of the ship. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
announced that the destroyer Ericsson 
was commissioned, approximately five 
months ahead of schedule. The original 
completion date of the destroyer was 15 
August. 
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Financial Digest 

To be poured into the financial stream 
of the country will be the additional $7 
billions which Congress now is appropri- 
ating as the first legislative step in execu- 
tion of the Lend-Lease Act, It is frankly 
admitted by Washington that this is 
merely the beginning of the output which 
must be made in order that the Nation 
may be the “arsenal of democracy” the 
President has declared to be necessary in 
order to effect defeat of the Axis Powers. 
The appropriations made, authorized or 
recommended for the current and next 
fiscal year, amounted to $32 billions, so 
that after Congress shall appropriate the 
initial sum for the Lend-Lease operation, 
the present estimated cost of the Defense 
program will be approximately $38 bil- 
lions, since there must be a refund to the 
War and Navy Departments in payment 
for Army and Navy materials valued at 
$1.3 billions being transferred abroad. It 
is estimated that on 30 June next there 
will be an unexpended balance of $8.2 
billions, which added to the $10.8 ex- 
pected to be spent will mean an expendi- 
ture next year of $17.7 billions, and that 
amount will be swollen by the Lend-Lease 
orders. Because of our expanding indus- 
trial activities, and the measures to be 
taken to dispose of commodities abroad, 
the Administration believes this colossal 
sum can be usefully disbursed. It is its 
further contention that because there will 
be no competition with British orders, 
the cost of production will be substanti- 
ally lowered. However, no one doubts 
there will be waste. To keep it at a mini- 
mum is the object of the inquiry into 
National Defense expenditures which a 
Senate Committee will make. 

The injection of this huge sum into the 
circulatory system of the country neces- 
sarily has aroused fears of inflation. The 
fears thus far have been unjustified, but 
economists are agreed that eventually 
measures must be adopted in order to 
avoid the evil. For example, Bernard M. 
Baruch, in the Harvard Business Review, 
set forth his views on price ceiling and 
mandatory priorities, Regarding Price 
Control, he pointed out that Priorities 
compose the heart of industrial mobili- 
zation, But to be effective they must in 
his judgment have the aid of price con- 
trol, conservation, substitute research 
and commandeering, since these short- 
circuit the law of supply and demand. 
Priorities enable the allocation of scarce 
commodities in accordance with defense 
needs, instead of being distributed to the 
highest bidders as permissible under free 
economy. This necessitates price control, 
for if the price of rationed goods should 
be left free to fluctuate, price competition 
would occur and the priority system 
would collapse. In Mr. Baruch’s view, the 
best method of price control yet discov- 
ered is to fix a ceiling beyond which prices 
cannot rise, but below which they may 
fall. This, besides other uses, would re- 
duce defense costs, avoid payment with 
a deflated dollar of a debt piled up in 
inflated dollars, maintain the wage-price 
relationship, and lessen the causes of 
strikes. 

The President, Secretary of Labor 
Perkins, and Co-defense Chairman Hill- 
man continue to insist that labor inter- 
ruptions of defense work are negligible. 
They are opposed to further labor control 
legislation, but are considering the estab- 
lishment of a mediation board, which will 
have greater powers than that which op- 
erated during the World War. They are 
decrying jurisdictional strikes, and as 
such strikes are becoming highly unpopu- 
lar there is a prospect the unions will 
abandon them. The matter of higher 
wages is important because of its infla- 
tionary bearing, but necessarily it is in- 
volved with that of prices, which are ris- 
ing, as shown by the increased costs of 
defense materials. Financially, Secretary 
Morganthau is pressing the sale of bonds 
not immediately discountable at the 
banks, which will mean that savings will 
be tapped, and banking excess reserves 
not increased.

and futile fight of the C1O for recogni- 
tion from the Ford and Bethlehem Steel 
Companies. The CIO claims it should be 
recognized as the bargaining representa- 
tive because it has the support of a ma- 
jority of the employes of these companies. 
The AFL insists it enjoys such control. 
The National Labor Board has ordered 
hearings to determine which Labor Or- 
ganization is correct. 


Post Exchange Study 

Announcement was made this week of 
the appointment of a committee of six 
civilian specialists and two Army officers 
to help in “developing broad general plans 
for improving the business procedure of 
post exchange operation.” As reported in 
the ArMy ANp Navy JourNAL of 15 Feb., 
the committee was organized at the in- 
stance of Gen. George C. Marshall, chief 
of staff of the Army, who asked for the 
assistance of Mr. Donald Nelson, director 
of purchases, in having such a committee 
selected from industry. 

In an official announcement 13 March, 
the War Department stated: 

“With the great leap in sales volume in 
post exchanges caused by the influx of 
thousands of recruits in posts and camps 
throughout the nation, a committee of 
six specialists in the retail merchandising 
field has been. organized to work with the 
Army, the War Department announced 
today. They will contribute their knowl- 
edge and experience in developing broad 
general plans for improving the business 
procedure of post exchange operations. 

“The committee will endeavor’ to 
achieve uniformity in housing, fiscal 
policy, personnel, merchandising and pur- 
chasing and accounting and auditing with 
respect to post exchanges, which are 
stores operated on army reservations. 

“The primary purpose of post ex- 
changes is to supply to enlisted men at 
the lowest possible prices small articles 
of personal use, comforts and consump- 
tion that are not supplied by the govern- 
ment. Another purpose of equal impor- 
tance is to afford the troops a means of 
recreation and amusement. The small net 
profits realized from their operation are 
used for recreational and welfare pur- 
poses for the soldier. : 

“The new committee, to which has been 
added two officers, has already begun dis- 
cussions and has started to function in 
the field. The members are as follows:

The movement will be made by rail and 
motor. About 110 officers and men will be 
involved in the transfer. 














Merchant Marine 


Although contracts for construction of 
200 cargo ships for emergency use by the 
United States have not been let, Maritime 
Commission officials indicated this week 
that there would be no delay in plans to 
have keels of the first of these ships laid 
in April. 

In fact, the general form of the con- 
tracts to be let has been agreed upon by 
the builders and the government, These 
general principles provide for a system 
whereby the builder will be penalized for 
delays but will share in any savings. 

Each builder will be paid the cost of 
the vessel plus a flat fee of $110,000. 

In addition he will receive a bonus of 
$400 for each day by which the scheduled 
delivery date is advanced, and a penalty 
of the same amount for each day delivery 
is delayed. 

He will receive a bonus of 50 per cent 
of the saving he is able to effect over an- 
ticipated labor costs, and will be penal- 
ized 33 per cent of any excesses above 
anticipated costs. The saving in labor 
costs cannot come from reduction in 
scales, but through a reduction in the 
number of man-hours determined before- 
hand as necessary for construction of the 
ships. 

It. will be noted that no mention is made 
of material costs. This is because the 
government will supply most of the ma- 
terial for the vessels. The Maritime Com- 
mission has designated Gibbs and Cox, 
New York Naval Architects, as a central 
purchasing agent for materials going in- 
to the ships. By this method, since all 
ships are to be constructed to one design, 
orders for specific items will be placed not 
for one or half-a-dozen ships, but for 200 
ships. 

Builders of the ships received no com- 
pensation for construction of the neces- 
sary shipways and facilities already 
placed under contract, other than a $2 
fee above cost. 

Laid-Up Fleet Gone 

With sales to England, returns to 
domestic trades and charters to lines im- 
porting strategic materials, the once nu- 
merous laid-up fleet of the Government is 
now down to nine vessels and soon will 
have vanished altogether. Six of the nine 
ships will be reconditioned for use in im- 
portation of raw products; the other 
three will be sold on an “as is” basis to 
domestic operators. 


Reject Fish Boat Bid 

Bid of J. K. Welding Co., Brooklyn, for 
construction of a tuna fishing boat for the 
Morgan Fishing Company of Terminal Is- 
land, Calif., was rejected by the Maritime 
Commission this week after having been 
under consideration since 24 Feb. 

The Brooklyn company asked $824,000 
on a fixed price basis to construct the 
vessel, and $821,000 on an adjusted price 
basis to build her. 





Improve Business Information 


To assist manufacturers or their repre- 
sentatives who call on supply services to 
offer their facilities in the national de- 
fense program, the Office of the Under 
Secretary of War has ordered that at 
least one well informed officer be desig- 
nated as public relations officer and sta- 
tioned at each depot, arsenal, procure- 
ment planning office, and all similar agen- 
cies, to eliminate referring of these busi- 
nessmen from office to office in search of 
a special branch fitted to the product they 
might have to offer. 

This new policy, it is believed, would 
greatly expedite the national defense 
program and would reduce time involved 
in finding proper contact for the persons 
offering such facilities. 

Heretofore, each officer at regular es- 
tablished depots, procurement planning 
offices, and the like, has specialized in 
only the type of products that might be 
used by his office. Under the new system, 
each public relations officer at these sta- 
tions will have at his immediate com- 
mand publications and references listing 
information that might be necessary to 
handle all types of questions regarding 





any of the many types of facilities. 


Air Corps Replacement Centers 

The War Department announced this 
week the establishment of four Air Corps 
Replacement Centers, three of them for 
pilot personnel replacement and one for 
enlisted personnel. These are the first re. 
placement centers to be established for 
the Air Corps. 

The new pilot replacemex€ centers wil] 
be located at Kelly Field, Texas, May. 
well Field, Ala., and Moffett Field, Cal, 
In the future all new flying cadets wilj 
enter a replacement center for four weeks 
of processing prior to assignment to ap 
elementary flight school. 

It is planned to send 1,300 cadets to 
Kelly Field, 1,200 to Maxwell Field, and 
900 to Moffett Field. New groups will be 
sent to the reception centers every fifth 
week allowing one week leeway for move- 
ment of the cadets, assignment to quar. 
ters, and other routine purposes, 

Enlisted recruits for technicians wil] 
be ordered to Jefferson Barracks, Mo. To 
establish this center, the 26th, 27th, 28th, 
$lth, and 39th School Squadrons, were 
transferred from Scott Field, IlL., to Jef. 
ferson Barracks. The recruits will under. 
go a four weeks processing and recruit 
training and men who are qualified will 
be sent to Air Corps technical schools as 
vacancies occur. Facilities to handle 10,- 
000 men at a time will be available at this 
center. 

According to aviation officers, the pur- 
pose of these centers is to initiate the fly- 
ing cadet and technician recruit into 
Army life and to provide him with a pre- 
liminary training that will facilitate his 
education when he enters the flying or 
technical school. At each of these replace- 
ment centers, it is understood, the men 
will receive equipment and inoculations, 
will begin regular Army hours and diet, 
and will acclimate himself to his new 
surroundings and life. This it is believed 
will prove a vast help to the cadet and 
thus enable him to gain the utmost from 
the first weeks of his actual schooling. 

The pilot replacement centers are w- 
der the command of the commanding gen- 
erals of the training centers involved, 
while the technician center is under the 
command of the commandant of the Air 
Corps Technical School, Chanute Field, 
Ill. 

Assignment of troops to these centers 
has not yet been made, pending comple- 
tion of construction at the centers.

U. S. COAST GUARD 








EKGULATIONS governing the new 
Coast Guard Auxiliary set up by a 
recent Act of Congress have been approved 
and are now in operation. Proposed regu- 
lations for the Coast Guard Reserve, 
created by the same law, have been trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Treasury 
for consideration and approval and are 
expected to receive action within the next 
few weeks. Concurrent approval of the 
Secretary of the Navy also is required. 
The Auxiliary is a voluntary organiza 
tion of yacht and motorboat owners, for- 
merly known as the Coast Guard Reserve, 
and is a nonmilitary organization. The 
new Reserve is a military organization, 
the members being either commissioned or 
enlisted and all subject to call to active 


duty in time of war or national emer 
eeney. 

Inder the new Auxiliary regulations 
the basic unit is the flotilla consisting of 


10 members and 10 boats, 
elected commander, vice 
and = = junior commander. 
Motillas are grouped into geographic 
divisions and the divisions in turn are 
grouped according to Coast Guard Dis- 
tricts. Provision is made for two lines of 
advancement to deck and engineering 
based on experience, training and ex 
amination. Correspondence courses have 
heen set up by the Coast Guard Institute 
at New London, Conn. In addition, by 
special order of the Commandant of the 
Coast Guard, commissioned officers below 
the rank of lieutenant commander have 
heen made available for Auxiliary in- 
struction when their regular duties per 
mit. The Commandant also has given 
blanket authority for those in charge of 
Coast Guard Depots, lifeboat stations, 
lighthouses and other Coast Guard estab 
lishments to make their facilities avail 
able to groups of Auxiliary members for 
instructional purposes. Coust Guard ves 
including the largest cutters, are 
authorized to take members aboard for 
training and instruction during regular 
patrols when accommodations are avail 
able,
